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THIRTY-EIGHTH REPORT 



OF THE 

INSPECTORS-ai;NEEAL OF TEISONS IN IRELAND. 



The decrease in crime recorded in these Reports every year since TUrty- 
1850 has contiunod in the year 1859. It could not be expected 
that the extraordinar v reduction in the number of prisoners which — 
had latterly taken place should be equalled in amount _during_ the 
past year, inasmuch as the stock of criminals had been, in previous 
years, so much diminished that many believed a minimum had 
keen reached ; and this belief was caused hy the small proportion 
borne by the criminal to the general population in this countoy, as 
compared with most others. An examination of the subjoined 
tables will, however, prove that, even from the greatly reduced 
amount of crime, a considerable reduction has again occurred. 

The decrease in crime has been general, with two exceptions. 
Aiforavated assaults committed by males have increased largely, 
asliave also the committals of females for drunkenness ; on the other 
hand, trifling a.ssanlts have diminished extensively, and there has 
been a material decrease in felonies. 

In 1857, the deci-ease in crime was almost entirely confined to 
females ; in 1858, it was nearly equally divided between the sexes ; 
in 1859i it wns much larger amongst males than females. Itwfll, 
also, he observed, with gratification, that juvenile crime has de- 
creased to an even greater extent than adult, and that we may, 
therefore, confidently look forward to a progressive decrease in 
ensiling years. We proceed to submit and comment upon the

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Table 6 is deserving of attention, as showing the number of TMrty- 
iiidividiiak included in the committah. 

The total number of individuals committed was 25,549, repre- — ' 
senting 32,142 committals; 16,04G male individuals represented 
17,845 committals; 9,503 female individuals represented 14,297 
committals ; it thus being apparent that the recommittals of females 
were threefold more, numerous than those of the other sex. More- 
over, it appears that, of the 16,046 male mdividuals, 12,303 were, 
as far as could be ascertained, committed to prison for the first 
time in 1859, whilst out of 9,603 female individuals, only 5,232 
were first committals. No less than 4,271 females, or 44 per cent, 
of the total number of prisoners of that sex, were old offenders ; 
and the proneness of females to recur to prison is still more strik- 
ingly exemplified by the fact that .344 females were committed five 
times and uj>irards against only 38 males.

Table 7 shoavs that iu 1859 one male was sentenced to death, 
whose sentence was coinnmtecl to transportation for life, and in 
1858, four males were sentenced to death, all of whom were exe- 
cuted. The number of sentences to penal .servitude for life de- 
creased from 5, ill 1858, to 1, in 1859, and those for from 10 to 15 
years, from 5 to 2. The remainina; sentences to penal servitude 
sank from 3+0, in 1858, to 309, in 1859. 

Table 9 shows a decrease of l.sOi, viz., 1,099 as to males, and 
405 as to females, in the sentences of prisoners to ordinary teniis 
of imprisonment in the gaols under our inspection in 1859, as com- 
pared with 1858 — the decrease in the afjijiri/ale of sentences being 
thus nearly in the same proiiortion as hi the connnittals ; hut less 
in the male and larger in the female sentences tliim iu the com- 
mittals. 

Sentences to terms of imprisonment exceeding one month de- 
creased by 597, viz., 347 in the male and 250 iu the female; and 
sentences to one month and under by 907, viz., 752 in the male 
and 155 in the female. 

Out of the 25,249 sentences included in Table 9, only 2,956 
males and 1,736 females, in all 4,692, or k>is than om-ffth of the 
u’liole-t were sentenced to longer terms of impri.sonmeiit than one 
month ; whereas 10,191 males and 10,306 females, in all 20,557, 
were under sentences varying from tw-enty-four hours to one 
month ; and Table 10 shows that the average length of imprison- 
ment undergone by each of these 20,557 prisoners was only 10 
days and 17 hours.

tions. It ujjpears that males decreased under all the headings, 
except the last, tIz. : 41 years and niiwards ; and the largest 
decrease was in those of from 21 to 30 years of age. Females 
increased considcrahly undm- the first three .and last {leadings, and 
uecreased under the fourth and fifth— the largest decrea ieln this 
sex being under the same heading as in the other, and the greatest 
increase in tlie term of fron: U to 20 years of age. 

^ There has been scarcely .iny .jhange in the staio of education of 
tile. piTsonevs on committal in the last two years. Of the males 
coininitted in 1 S.j 9, 36 per ceiii;. could read' and write ivell, and 
01 per cent. _weie_w-holly illiterate, against 37 a id 35 per cent, 
respeciiyely, in O'f the females, only 14 per cent, could read 

and write well, wdiilst 53 jier cent, were wholly illiterate, against 
la and 52 iier cent., re.spectlTely, in 185S. 

Of the prisoners coimnihed in 1859, 10’4 per cent, belonged to 
the Established Church ; 2-o per cent, were Presbyterians ; 86T 
per cent, were Eoraan Catholics; and the religion o'f 1-1 per cent, 
was not ascertained. 



JuTENIiB OfFEKBEHS. 

Tlie_ persons treated of in the subjoined tables have already been 
taken into account in the foregoing statistical tobies, and are now 
considered separately, as composing that portion of the criminal 
^tptit which the, greatest solicitude is felt. 

The following returns afford very fnU information as to the 
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Thirty- numbers, ao’es, offences, state of education, and social condition of 
juvenile prisoners. In every respect, improvement has taken place, 
— ’ and the numbers have been so reduced that a large number of 
Reformatories will not be required to accommodate all those who 
are fit subjects for such Institutions. 

It will also be perceived that nearly one-third of the boys and 
upwards of one-half of the girls were n'koUij illiterate; and that 
a fifth of the juvenile offenders were orphans, and two-fifths had 
lost either father or mother, and consequently were, in great 
measure, left their own masters, and the more likely to fall or to 
be led into vice. Reformatory Schools alone can provide for this 
class, for short detentions in" gaol cannot have any reformatory 
effect upon them ; and the brand of “ gaol-bird” prevents them 
from obtaining honest employment when again turned loose upon 
the world at the expiration of their sentences. Tables 23 and 24 
give information as to the numbers sentenced to these institutions 
during 1859, and the periods for which they were sentenced, in 
the first instance to gaols, and subsequently to reformatories ; and 
Table 25 gives a list of such Reformatory Schools as have, up to 
the present time, been certified under 21 & 22 Vic., cap. 103.

1,561, viz — 1,212 males, and 349 females, were between the ages 
of 10 and 16 years; and 74, viz. — 45 males, and 29 females, were 
10 veai’s old and under. 

Ilhe committals of adtilis in 1858, were — males 17,407 ; females, 
14,277. In 1859 — males, 16,588; females, 13,919. 

The decrease in adult male crime in 1859, therefore, was 819, 
or 4| per cent. ; and in female, 368, or 2J per cent. 

The committals of in 1858, were — males,l,897 ; females, 

418. In 1859 — males, 1,257; females, 378; as showni above. 

The decrease ia juvenile male crime in 1859, therefore, was 640, 
or 33J per cent. ; and in female, 40, or 9| per cent. 

It thus appears that the decrease in juvenile crime was much 
greater than in adult, and much larger amongst males than females. 

The total of committals of juveniles of both sexes being 1,635, 
and of juvenile females 378, the females were 23 per cent., or 
nearly one-fourth of the whole ; so that there were rather more 
than three boys for one girl in the gaols during 1859. 

_ In the re-committals, as shown in Table 13, there was a con- 
siderable improvement in both sexes. 

Table 4 shows that the 1,257 committals of males were repre- 
sented by 1,119 individuals, and the 378 committals of females by 
303 individuals. 

As to the natm-e of juvenile crime, it is to be observed that there 
has been a large reduction in the number of boys, and a small one 
in that of girls convicted summaidly of trifling misdemeanours ; 
that the number of boys committed for workhouse offences has 
much decreased ; and that 4 boys whose ages did not exceed ten 
years were convicted of felony. *

The sentences of penal servitiide passed upon male juveniles 
decreased from 24, in 1858, to 13, in 1859 ; Init two sucli sentences 
were passed upon girls in 1859, against one in 1858. 

The decrease in the sentences of juvenile offenders to imprison- 
ment in the gaols under our inspection was nearly in the same 
proportion as in the committals. The sentences to periods exceeding 
one month amounted to 236 for hoys, and 59 for girls — ^showing a 
decrease, as compared with 1858, of 163 in the one sex, and of 31 in 
the other. The sentences to terms of imprisonment ranging from 
twenty-fom’ hours to one month ainonnted to 782 for hoys, and 
265 for girls — showing a decrease of 236 in the one sex, and an 
increase of 14 in the other. 

The average length of imprisonment for each of the 1,047 
juveniles included in Table 18 was 16 days and 9 hours. It is to be 
remarked that two hoys imder ten years of age were sentenced to 
iwo years' imprisomnent— -one at Enniskillen, the other at London- 
derry.

We hnd, however, that, of the lio prisoners who died, 31 u,ere 
immiii'x ; and we would take tliis opportunity of reiterating 
emphatically the protest wo have continually made in our reports 
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upon the several gaols against the existing state of the law, under Tlirfj- 
which great numbers of insane persons are confined for lengthened 
periods in gaols which are not furnished with appliances suited to, — 
or with officers experienced in, tire treatment of lunacy.

Expenbitube. 

In tliis respect there has not been much change. The expenses 
of gaols have decreased, during the past year, by £1,146 5s. 3icl, • 
of bridewells, by £288 9.s. 0|rf. 

The total cost of each prisoner, in 1859, exceeds that in 1858 hv 
£2 ; but the great reduction in the aggregate confined naturally 
increases the average cost of each individual prisoner, whose share 
of the general expenses, including salaries of officers, is the larger 
in proportion as the numbers in gaols are smaller; for it is evident 
that, if due disciplme and supervision are to be maintained, the 
officers cannot be reduced in proportion to the decrease in the 
prisoners, and that, therefore, the establishment charges are veiy 
little diminished, although the individuals amongst whom such 
charges are to be distributed are much fewer. 



Condition op Gaols. 

We abstained last year from publishing a tabular synojisis of the 
prisons under our inspection, on the ground that the alterations 
had been of so ti-ifling a description and amount that it would have 
been little more than a reprint of that for the preceding year ; but, 
in 1859, some improvements, important in character, although few 
in number, having been either completed or initiated, we resume 
the publication of the Forms, and we would invite attention to the 
headings of “complete,” “partial,” and “approximative” separation. 
By “ complete” we understand the maintenance of it throughout 
all the criminal classes in its integrity, according to the prescrip- 
tions of the 3rd and 4th Vic., ca]3. 44; by “partial,” the establish- 
ment of it under similar regulations in one or more sections ; the 
remainder of the gaol being administered on the plan of “ associ- 
ation; ^tid by “approximative,” we signify that measures are 
adopted to prevent intermixtm'e and undue communication, such 
as keeping each prisoner apart, not only at night ill a single cell, 
hut durmg meals, and at the periods allocated to punitive and 
industrial labour, by attaclung separate compartments to the tread- 
wheel, and by constructing stalls in the yards, workshops, Itumcfries, 
and lavatories. The summary stands thus — “ complete seiiaration” 
^ already ^forced in six gaols, viz. : — those of Antrim, Armagh, 

and Wexford, and is abont to he carried out in the amalgamated 
prisons of Kildare and of Waterford (county and city); “partial” 
exists m mne, viz. those of Carlow, Down,' King’s, Loiidoiidenw, 
Queens, Eoscommoii (t-en/ imperfecth/), Tyrone, Westmeath, and 
Wicklow, and will be shortly in operation in three more, viz.: — 
those ot_ Dublin county, Galway comitv, and Longford ; whUe 
approximatiTC- is to he found in nine also, viz. those of Clare, 
Cork county Cork city, Donegal, Grangegornian Penitentiary (in 
city of Dubhii) Kerry, Limerick county, and 

Nenagh _(m the North Ridmg of Tipperary). In the remahider, 
fte classification presonbed m the “ Prisons Act” (the 7th of Geo. 
IV. cap._ 74), wluch,_at best, even when stringently fulfilled, is 
unequal in its application, and inadequate to prevent contamination, 
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is observed mtb more or less accm-acy. Upon this latter subject ThM,- 
\ve have in successive former Reports fully expressed our opinions, 
which remain unchanged, and do not, therefore, require repetition. — 

We next approach the heading of Education, and here we have 
to state, with great regret, that in three prisons, viz. those of 
Carlow, Kilkeimv city, and Waterford city, there is no provision 
whatever for instruction; that in four, viz.;— those of Galway 
county, Galway town, Longford, and Roscommon, there is a 
similar want ■mth regard to the females, and that, in a large 
majority, not only are prisoners of the latter sex very nupeifectly 
taught, but that the schools for males are on an unsatisfactory 
footino’ — them du'ection being intrusted, not to trained masters, but 
to tunikeys, selected without any consideration of their aptitude 
for tuition. 

The same objection unhappily prevails in another department of 
disciplino and reformation, viz. : — ^Industrial Employment tlie 
local authorities but too frequently neglecting, in their choice of 
officers, to prefer those, wdio are capable of imparting the rudiments 
of such trades and handicrafts, as can bo conveniently carried on 
v.'ithin the walls of a prison, and turned to advantageous account 
on their discharge, by those who have become proficient in them. 

For these evils, however, as well as for defects in structure and 
accommodation, and in the primary requirements of seweiage, 
supply of ivater, ventilation in gaols and bridewells, a remedy, and, 
we trust, a speedy one, ivill be supplied by legislation the present 
Government having adopted the County Prisons BUI, which was 
introduced in the early part of last year by their predecessors, and 
which fell to the ground, upon the dissolution of Parliament, and a 
consequent change of administmtioii. As the Bill now prepared 
has merely been re-cast in form, and has undergone some alterations 
in minor details only (the principles of the former one remaining 
intact), we do not think it necessary to reproduce the analysis of 
the measure, which we suhiuitted in our last Report, seeing, as we 
do, no reason for modifying our views with regard to the proposed 
means of relief. 

But while we tlius look confidently forward to those powers of 
improvement to he conferred hy the Legislature, we lament that 
no prospect of a similar relief from the_ pressure of luna,ti(S presents 
itself; and that for a considerable period at least Ave shall be com- 
pelled to deal as best we may -with these unfit occupante of our 
gaols, which are unprovided with proper means, restrictiye or 
Guratiye ; and that we shall have to lament, not only the mnmge- 
ment of discipline caused hy the necessity of finding attendants 

difficulty greatly enhanced hy the progressive diminution m the 
number of sane prisoners), but the aestruction of all ounces ot 
recovery on tire part of these unfortunate beings, many ot whom, 
such is the want of discrimination evinced in committing them, 
belong to the category of idiocy, rather than of lunacy, and are 
thus wholly exempt from moral responsibility,

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In conclusion, we deem it proper to call attention to another 
subject, which imperatively demands legislative amendmentj viz., Report. 
the case of Reformatory Schools. These institutions have now — 
taken root in the country (as evidenced by Table No. 25), and are 
likely to exercise an influence, which cannot be overestimated, upon 
the status of juvenile offenders ; and it is, therefore, of the highest 
importance that some defects in the statute (the 21st and 22nd 
Vic., cap. 103), under which theyare established, should be amended, 
and that some difficulties, which occur in the operation of certain 
sections, should be obviated. We must not be understood to desire 
to disturb the reformatory principle in its integrity, or to interfere 
with the administration of the schools, which are not placed under 
our inspection ; hut we should deem it a dereliction of duty, if we 
failed to notice imperfections, which, if allowed to remain uncor- 
rected, would tend to endanger that very principle — to stultify the 
dispensers of the law, and to frustrate its application, and, finally, 
to throw back on our prisons unpunished, or after a wholly in- 
adequate punishment, the worst class of juvenile cripiiiials. The 
followinff are the Sections to which we refer, •\’iz. : Sections VII., 

VIII., IX. 

VII. Whenever after the passing of this Act any person shall be con- 
victed of any offence punishable by law (except the offence of vagrancy) 
before any judge of assize or judges sitting under a Commission of Oyer 
and Terminer, or before any court of quarter sessions, or before the di- 
visional justices of the Dublin Metropolitan Police district, or before 
any justice or justices of the peace at petty sessions, under the provisions 
of the sixth section of “The Summary Jurisdiction (/retozc?) Act,lS51,” 
whose age shall not, in the opinion of such judge or court, exceed the 
age of sixteen j-ears, then and in every sucli case it shall be lawful for 
the judge or court, or the divisional justices, or the justices at petty 
sessions as aforesaid, before or by whom such offender shall be so con- 
victed, in addition to the sentence then and there passed as a punishment 
for his or her offence, to direct such offender to be sent, at the expnra- 
tion of such sentence, to some one of the aforesaid reformatory schools 
the directors or managers of which shall be willing to receive such 
offender, and to be there detained for a period not less than one year 
and not exceeding five years ; and such offender shall be liable to be 
detained pursuant to such direction: Provided always, that no offender 
shall be directed to be so sent and detained as aforesaid unless the sen- 
tence passed as a punishment for his offence at the expiration of which 
lie is directed to be so sent and detained shall be one of imprisonment for 
fourteen days at the least; and. provided also, that no such offender 
shall be liable or directed to be sent to any such reformatory, except to 
some one reformatory under the exclusive management of persons of the 
same religious persuasion as that professed by the parents or guardians 
of such juvenile ofiender ; aud in all cases in which the religion of the 
parents or guardians of such jm^enile offender is unknown, the said 
juvenile offender shall be considered as belonging to that religious per- 
suasion in which he or she shall appear to have been ba])tized, or t»f which 
he or she shall profess to be a follower : Provided also, that in case the 
court which shall order such offender to be so sent and detained as afore- 
said shall think it right to sentence such offender to a previous term of 
imprisonment to which such offender shall have been sentenced as a 
punishment for his or her offence, such term of imprisonment shall he 
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directed to be carried out and spent, as far as is practicable, in strict 
separation. 

VIII, It shall not be necessary, at the time of passing sentence, for 
any such judge or court to name tho particular school to which such 
offender is to be sent, but it shall be sufficient for such judge or court to 
direct that such offender be sent to such school (being a school duly cer- 
tified under the Act, and the directors or managers of which may be 
willing to receive him, ) as may thereafter, and before the expiration of the 
term of imprisonment (if any) to which such offender has been sentenced, 
he directed by one of the judges or by the justices of the court before 
whom such offender shall be so convicted. 

IX. Any such court, having made an order under the authority of this 
Act for sending any offender to any reformatory, may make a supple- 
mental order, if the court shall so think fit, at any time thereafter, and 
before the expiration of the term of imprisonment (if any) to which such 
offender has been sentenced, exchanging the name of such reformatory 
for the name of any other reformatory to which such offender might in 
the first instance legally have been sent, provided the directors or 
managers of such reformatory be willing to receive such offender, and 
such offender shall he sent to such last-mentioned school accordingly. 



It is to he observed that a conflict exists between sections VII., 
VIII., and IX., the former prescribing a term of imim&onment of at 
leant fourteen clays as a necessary preliminary to the senduig of 
juveniles to a reformatory ; and the two latter containing the words 
“//■«;///,” in reference to such imprisonment. We fear, if the judge or 
coui’t, relying on these co7iditionaHQQ,t\(ms, were to send an offender 
direct to a reformatory, that such a direction would be held to he 
illegal ; and that, moreover, there would be no warrant for detain- 
ing the prisoner in gaol after the issuing of the order. There seems 
to be no doubt that those words, “ if any^ were permitted to remain 
byinadvertence, having been struck out of section VII. Avhen passing 
through Committee, and that they ought, therefore, to be expunged 
from all. 

Secondly, great inconvenience has been experienced in conse- 
quence of the judge or coui-t being bound before the expiration of 
the imprisonment, when of the very short duration prescribed as the 
mimmnm, to name a particular reformatory. Vacancies in the refor- 
matory so named may be known to exist, and the authorities are thus 
led to believe that no indisposition will be shown oh the part of the 
manager to receive the offender, whereas in practice it appears that 
exceptions frequently taken, no less than ten out seventy-two 
juveniles in the smgle prison of Itichmond Bridewell (in the city 
of Dublin) having been rejected in the com’se of last year, on the 
several grounds of inaccm’acy in measuring their ages, of the short- 
ness of the term of detention ordered (the managers being univer- 
sally of opinion tliat no permanent results can be obtained in one 
year), and of bodily infirmities. In other gaols, moreover, instances 
have occurred of refusal on similar grounds, and on the score of the 
magnitude of the crime of which the offenders were convicted, as 
being by^ such rendered unfit associates for those, who had been 
lomid guilty of only minor delinquencies ; and in one locality the 
judge omitted to name any reformatory, hi all these cases the 
juveniles vfere ahsoilutely discharged, and tui’ued loose upon the 
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community immediately after the completion of the very brief and TUrtn- 
inadequate imprisonment, rvhich had been awarded as a mere pre- 
liminary, and solely for the purpose of fulfilling the required ante- — ' 
cedent qualification. We submit, therefore, that these diiBoulties, 
and those of a similar character which might arise, would be removed 
by enacting that all sentences should be passed in the aUerna tive, i.e., 
that the judge or court should pronounce such sentence of imprison- 
ment as would have been awai'ded if no reformatories existed, with 
the proviso attached, that in the event of the manager of any duly 
certified reformatory {without specification) being willing to receive, 
the offenders, a detention therein should be substituted for a portion 
of such imprisonment, leaving it in the hands of the Inspector of 
Reformatories and of the Inspectors-General of Prisons to deter- 
mine the best mode of obtaining the requisite information as to the 
age, health, and character of the persons to be dealt with, and as 
to the amomit of accommodation procurable in the several schools. 

Thirdly, there is one other section, wltich, in our judgment, 
involves an anomaly, and unjustly affects the county and borough 
prisons. 

Xiy. And whereas it is expedient that some provision should be made 
for the punishment of any juvenile offender so directed to be detained as 
aforesaid in any such reformatory school who shall abscond therefrom, or 
wilfully neglect or refuse to abide by and conform to the rules thereof : 

Be it enacted, that it shall and may be lawful to and for any justice of 
the peace or magistrate in petty .sessions, or police magistrate, acting in 
and for the county, city, borough, riding or division wherein the said 
offender shall actually beat the time he or she shall so abscond, or neglect 
or refuse as aforesaid, upon the proof thereof made before him upon the 
oath of one credible witness, by warrant under his hand and seal to com- 
mit the party so offending for every suoh offence to any gaol or house of 
correction for the said county, city, borough, riding, or division, with or 
without bard labour, for any period not exceeding six calendar months, 
such period of imprisonment to be passed, as far as is practicable, in strict 
separation j and such offender shall, at the termination of such imprison- 
ment, be transmitted to the same reformatory to which be or she was 
originally sentenced, if the directors or managers shall be then willing 
to receive such offender, there to complete the full term of his or her ori- 
ginal sentence. 

We are unwilling to discuss the vexed question of penal reforma- 
tories ; but we conceive it to be a matter of regret that no legal 
power whatever is now vested in the managers of the schools to 
pimish even the most trifling violations of the rules ; and that it 
is, consequently, imperative on them to take cognizance of suoh 
cases through magisterial intervention, the result of which is, the 
transmittal of the offender to the common gaol of the locality, in 
which the reformatory stands, for a term of imprisonment not 
exceeding six months, “to be jiasscd, as far as is practicabh, in 
strict separation! 

Now, we have shown above, that in six only of the forty-one 
gaols under our supervision is “individual separation” for both 
sexes already established, and we apprehend, therefoi’e, that, if a 
juvenile were withdrawn from the advantages of reformatory treat- 
ment, and consigned to a prison on the “ associative principle,” 
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such advuntages would be entirely nrdlified iu this interval, and that 
the managers in the exercise of then discretionary powers would, 
natui-ally enough, be unwilling to receive back one, who had been 
exposed to the action of the contaminating influences, which -we 
have reported to prevail, where no means of isolation are provided. 
Further, the knowledge of this unwillingness -would probably soon 
be found to operate as an inducement to juveniles under direction 
to be detained for the full term of Jive years, to commit such offences 
:is would lead to imprisonment, which, at the utmost, would en- 
dure but for six months, while, on the other hand, the element of 
parental responsibility and liability to contribution (one of the most 
valuable in the Act) would be destroyed, inasmuch as such contri- 
bution would cease immediately upon the removal of the offender 
to prison. 

Lastly, on behalf of the authorities of the “gaols over which our 
inspection extends, we would point out the hai-dship wliich they 
suffer under this enactment; for we have ascertained, by inquu-y 
in the proper quarter, that for juveniles thus imprisoned for offences 
perpetrated in reformatories, neither the weekly subsidy allocated 
to these institutions, nor the contribution to the cost of the mainten- 
ance, &c., of convicted prisoners (under the late Sir Robert Peel’s 
grant), from the Consolidated Fund, nor a repayment on the part 
of the county,/ro«t which the offenders were originally committed, 
would be obtained, but that the sole expense of such maintenance 
would fall upon the local rate-payers, and we would particularly 
instance the county of Wicklow, within the boundary of -which is 
situated the sole reformatory (viz., that of dencree) which has 
liitherto been certified for Roman Catholic mules in this kingdom. 
We venture, therefore, to throw out for consideration that either a 
penal ward should be annexed to each reformatory, or that a ceu- 
trul penal reformatory should be established, or that quarters should 
be prepared in n con-vict prison for juveniles, to be subjected to spe- 
cial discipline, and that in tlie latter two cases the principle of 
parental liability should be retained, as well as the subsidy referred 
to above. These suggestions we, of course, intend to apply solely 
to those, whose offences are not of such a character as to efface all 
hope of reformation ; for even at the early age, to which the Act is 
limited, there are to be found pu'ecocious criminals of so deep a dye, 
and so thoroughly depraved, and hardened, as to be wholly beyond 
the reach of the slight coercion, and of the gentler influences of the 
reformatory system, and to be fit subjects only for the severest 
forms of penal discipline. 

We have to express our confident expectation that, if by the . 
remedies submitted, or by any others, -which may bo consiiered 
preferable, the obstructior.s to the free and salutary action of the 
reformatory principle enumerated above, shall be removed, the 
schools will be jdaced on a more .satisfiictory and permanent basis, 
and will be rendered more valuable adjuncts to, or substitutes for, 
our county and borough prisons.

Upon examining the foregoing records, Tvhicli present a voiy accurate estimate 
of the occupants of the prison, we do not find an}' change of such a character as 
to demand special notice, when we take into consideration the rapidly increasing 
population of Belfast. There is oliseiwable, on the one hand, a proportionate 
excess in the female committals and re-eommittals, which ai-e chiefly derived 
from the class of prostitutes aud disorderly pemons, upon whom, the periods of 
confinement being very short, no gaol discipline, however stringent, ordinarily 
produces a salutary effect. On the other hand, thci’c is an advance in. the num- 
ber of lunatics, which appears to be attributable to the I’eligious excitement 
latterly prevalent, especially in this province. Juvenile ollonces exhibit a de- 
cline ; aud vagrancy, properly so tenned, is groatly reduced. There were no 
prisoners under rule of penal seridtude, but there wei’C four, two of each sex, who 
were ascertained to be “ returned convicts.”

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I found tlie prison throughout in a most creditable concUtion of order, cleanliness, 
and discipline, and amply supplied -with beddingi blankets, sheets;, and clothing. 
The atmosphere of the cells is strikingly improved ; a result which seems to have 
been produced by the acclimatization of the building in process of time. The 
sewerage is effective, and a well within, the walls is in progress of sinking, whicli, 
when completed, will save a considerable sum now e.vpended in the purchase of 
water from the Town Commissioners. Since the last inspection a steam-engine, 
for immiiing, has been erected, but the crank pump is still occasionally employed, 
the tise of it being considered by the Medical Odicer to be a salutary change of 
e.vercise. 

Uo other alteration has taken place ; and, as it is unnecessarj- to recapitulate 
minutely what has been so fi'equeutly detailed in former reports, it only remains 
lor me to state that complete separation, for both sexes (except that in the 
female quarter those engaged in mangling arc temporarily associated, an excep- 
tion winch is about to be remedied), is strictly carried out, mtkout detriment to 
bodily or mental health, l)ut?rit/i the important moral advantages inseparable 
from tlie prevention of mutual contamination. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor, and the regularity of the circuits of 
the night patrol is measured and recorded by a tell-tale clock.

The foregoing schedule exhibits a large amount of activity and indnstrial em-

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A oomparisou t)f the number in custody on the day of insiiectiou, and on the 
corresponding days of tlie three preceding years, does not lead to the conclusion 
that the diminution in olFeuces has been as normal and progressive here as in 
some other parts of the kingdom. A more i*eliable test of prison population, 
the daily average in 1 808, shows among the males a considerable excess over 
that ia 1857, and but a tritUng diminution among the females. This exce.ss is 
attributed to the e.xisteuce of party spirit, and to the presence of railway 
labourers, iu the one se.v, while in the other the constant recurrence of prosti- 
tutca.'preveuts any great alteration of the aggregate. During the expired por- 
tion of the cun*ent year, however, the reduction in the average of the male.s, as 
contrasted with that of 1858, is an evidence of improvement, which is also to be 
found in the totals of committals and re-committals in the same period. There 
were no returned cmiricts, and no prisoners undei* sentence of penal servitude, 
but there were no less than seven lunatics, a class from which it is t(3 be expected 
that the Legislature will spee<lily relieve oiu’ gaols. 

Juvenile offences, I am hajjpy to add, liavc become very rare, and vagrancy 
has almost ceased to occupy a place in the registry.

I found the building iu excellent order tliroughout as to repair, ventilation, 
and cleanliness, except in the debtors’ (;[uarter, which was rather slovenly. The 
supply of water was abundant, the sewerage effective, and the stock of bedding, 
blankets, sheets, and clothing, and of raw mateiial, adequate. 

A presentment for improring the front of the gaol, and for giving additional 
accommodation to the (joveraor, has been temporarily snspended. It is pro- 
osed to conduct pipes from the kitchen boiler, for the purpose of supplying tlie 
ath-rooms, of heating the diying-rooin, and of boiling the watei* for wasKng, 
the existing system of heating being slow and expensive. 

The laundry still remains undivided by partitions, exhibiting the sole defi- 
ciency in the means of completely appl}ing the sepai’atc system, which in all 
other respects is verj' strictly mamtained, and carefully administered in this 
exceUeut institution. 

^The lock-up is attended by the Deputy-Governor, and one turnkey patrols at 
night, without, however, the salutary check of a tell-tale clock. 

One prisoner escaped in the course of the year, being employed in the kitchen 
while it was undergoing repah*. Tlie Boai'd, having investigated the case fully, 
aiaived at the decision that no lilame was to be attached to the officers of the 
prison. 

The punishments, which were inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor, 
amounted to four only, since the 1st of January.

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The year 1 857 appears to have been exceptional in tliis count}-, the total of 
criminals confined within that period having fallen far below that of the previous 
year, while 1 858 exliibited a large increase ; and this latter amount seerns likely 
to be maintained diu’ing the current year, the average daily aggregate for the 
expired portion of it up to the date of my inspection ha\ing been almost the 
same ; but it is to be noticed that the proportion of comimttals is somewhat 
smaller, thus indicating longer terms of sentence for fewer persons, so that any 
slight advantage in the number of the offenders is counterbalanced by the gravity 
of the offences. 

There were, I am happy to report, no juvenile delinquents, no vagrants, no 
ivorkhouse prisoners, and none under rule of penal servitude ; there was, however, 
one returned convdet, a male. On the other hand, I have to state with gi-eat 
regret that there were no less than, seventeen lunatics — eight males and nine 
females, nearly one-tkird of the mmates — whose presence in a gaol militates 
against general discipline, while the absence of all special means for deiiling with 
their infirmity of mind deprives this unhappy class of the probability' of recover}'. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the principles, at least, of the Bill conversant 
■with this subject, which was iutrodueed in the last session of Pailiament, will be 
carried out, and that the prisons will be finally relieved of these most unfit inmates.

The gaol was clean, well ventilated, free from damp, secure, and in sound 
repair. The se'werage is adecpiate, but the supply of water was affected by tlie 
imperfect action of the tread whcel-pumi). 

Tlie schedule of stock, including blankets, sheets, and clothing, exhibits in

least full provision should be made. Clogs, however, are pai’tially issued for use.

No alteration except the erection of a new iron gate has been made since the 
last inspection. With regard to the accommodation, which in many particulars 
is lamentably deficient, the hospital is a wretched makeshift, the laundry is 
quite insufficient for the purpose to wluch it is applied, and there is no drying- 
room, nor reception room for females on their admission, in direct eonti’avention 
of the twentieth general rule annexed to the 109th section of the Pri.^ons Act, 
which prescribes that eveiy prisoner shall be examined by the sux’geon, “before 
he or she shall be passed into the proper ward.” I learned, however, "with satis- 
faction, that gas is about to be introduced, and that some disposition exists to 
entertain a plan for establishing in a part of the old prison the above men- 
tioneil indispensable requisites, a work of easy execution ; and I trust that this 
intention may be ttiken as an earnest of future improvements. There are no 
lavatories, hut tubs ju’e supplied for dally ablution, and there are two baths, 
which m-e not sufficiently turned to account. 

The accommodation for the males being ample, they are classified in compli- 
ance with |;he Prisons Act, and are enabled to sleep and to take their meals in 
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single cells ; biit when employed on the tread-wheel, or in the stone-bi’ealciii'^ 
yarcl^ which are not- di-vnded by partitions, they are necessarily congregated. 
The females are placed in three sections, according to known or presumed cha- 
racter, and an attempt is made to maintain a certain amount of separation; but 
the stnmture of the quarter assigned to them renders this quite illusory, and con- 
sequently the prisoners of this sex are constantly exposed to the contaminating 
inltnences aiising from almost unrestrained association. 

The Governor or his cleput}' attends the lock-up, and one turnkey patrols at 
ni"ht, without, however, the salutary check of a tell-tale clock. 

There were but three punishments from the 1st of January up to the day of 
inspection, -which were inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor. It would 
be desirable that the punishment book should be laid before the Board at each 
meeting, and initialed by the Chairmsin, as an evidence of their inspection.

Since the last inspection, one tmaikey and the assistant matron having resigned, 
their vacancies were filled up by the Board. The latter officer and the hospital 
nni'se alone receive rations.

A copy of a petition addressed to the Boai'd was placed in my bands, on the part 
of the subordinate officers, praying that their salaries might be paid monthly, 
us is the practice in the majority of prisons. I would venture to urge strougly 
an acquiescence in this very reasonable request, which would confer an im- 
Xjortant boon upon tlic petitioners, by enablmg them to deal on more advan- 
tageous terms in the purchase of necessaries, than by the present system of long 
creffit.

A comparison of the number of prisoners in custody on the clay of inspection, 
and on the coiTesponding days of the three preceding years, exhibits a marked 
decline, as contrasted with the returns of 1856 and 1857, and a trifling diminu- 
tion as regards 1858. 

lu 1858 the committals of both sexes, especially of the males, largely exceeded 
those in 1857, but the daily average was somewhat lower, thus indicating shorter 
terms of imprisonment among the inmates. The aggi’egate of both committals 
and re- committals, and the daily average, duiiug the portion of the cm'rent year 
pi’Cceding the day of inspection, endence an improvement in juxtaposition TOtii 
similar records of the past year. 

At my visit tUei’e were no debtors nor convicts, but the total of dangerous 
lunatics was considei'able, ^iz., one male and six females, of whose speedy re- 
moval I was unable to obtain, nn appHcation, any promise, in consequence of 
the. crowded state and inadequate accommodation of the Lunatic Asylum, with 
which this county is in connexion ; and I have, therefore, only to express the 
earnest hope, that the Legislature ■will not fail to ^ve olFect to the recommenda- 
tion of the Royal Oomraission on Lunatic Asjdums, which recommendation was 
embodied in a bill laid before the late Parliament, namely, that this most unlit 
class of occupants should be withdra-wn wholly from prisous, and provided for in 
suitable receptacles.

I found the prison at my visit, •which was quite unexpected, in a very credit- 
able conflition of order, cleanliness, and discipline, as, I am bound to say, has 
been the case at all my former inspections. 

The sewerage is inetfeetivc ; but this evil is scarcely felt, in consequence of the 
introduction of movable soil-boxes, which ai'S emptied daily. Pro'vision is about 
to be made for the conveyance of a larger supply of water, of which there is 
occasionally a deficiency. 

Troughs, with towels and soap, are furnished for ablution, there being no 
lavatories, and the bath being used only on the committal of prisoners. 

The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing, &c., was adequate, 
save that the amount of shoes for females was somewhat scanty.

The males i\xe classified conformably to the prescriptions of tlie Prisons Act, 
and arc associated at meals and at work, except when engaged in stone-break- 
iiig, to which pu^opo stalled sheds are allocated. They, however, sleep siu% 
the accommodation being ample. ® ’ 

The females are ordinmaly divided into two sections, according to tbeir knowij 
or jiresumed character, and are similarly congregated ; but, when the numbers 
admit of it, they also occupy, at night, single cells, wliich now amount to twenty 
assigneil to this sex. 

This ilcpartmciit, in consequence of the undue pvassure of lunatics, was in an 
abnormal condition, the services of the sane prisoners bebig almost e.xclusively 
denuinded for suiiervision oij and attendance upon these unhappy beings, and to 
the entire detriment of distdplinc on the one hand, and of recovery on the other. 

Anticipating a speedy relief from their presence, which will be an important 
advantage to tiie interests of the establishment, and submitting that a yet greater 
boon will be conferred by the fulfilment of the recommendation of the “ Special 
Committee upon County Puites (Ireland),” viz., that nearly the whole of the 
cost of maintaining prisoners comicted hy a jury., shoid<l be transferred from the 
local levy to the Consolidated Fund, I would eai-nestly impress upon the Board or 
Grand Jiiry, the policy of at once adapting tlie female prison to the “separate 
system,” a benefit which could be obtained at a very trilling outlay, and from 
M’hich, wherever it has been put into action, the most successful results, especially 
with regard to prisoners of this sex, have been derived. These results might be 
confidently expected here: for I have much pleasure in bearing testimony to the 
abiiit}^ and experience of the Local Inspector, and to the zeal and assiduity of 
the Governor, while I have received from both the assxirauce of their satisfaction 
with the conduct of the subordinate officers.

There tvere no complaints of the provisions, which are inspected by the Ch.ijv 
lains, but the record of their examination is not in accordance with the form 
recommended by my colleague and m}'self, which specifies each ai'ticlc of iliet to 
be commented on sepai*ately. 



Boohs and Aceoxiiits. 

The general regi.stries, and the four books sanctioned by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, arc kept with much cave and regularity ; and the check books, reconfing 
each item of daily consumption, are very neat and clear in form. 

The Local Inspet.-tor, the Chaplains, and the Governor, are all provided with 
journals, and the Medical Officer observes the forms suggested by the Inspector.-i- 
General. 

hlimy of the other forms, similarly recommended, are in use ; but some few are 
wanting, which it would be desirable to supply, in order to maintain uniformity 
tliroughout the kingdom, with the view of comparing the administration of the 
sevend prisons.

Upon examining the foregoing records of the occupants of this gaol, which are 
presented under various aspects, we find no changes requiring any special comment. 
At the period of inspection thei’e were none confined under sentence of penal ser- 
vitude, and no returned convicts ; but I lament to say that, the Bill for the with- 
drawal of lunatics from prisons not having passed into a law in the last Session of 
Parliament, no less than fourteen of these most unfit inmates (viz., nine mries and 
five females), were in custody here. For the females quarters have been assigned 
under the charge of a nurae specially appointed for this duty, it heinw obviously 
impossible to apply to the insane the separate system, to which the prisoners of 
this sex are subjected. ^

I found the prison in a creditable condition of cleanliness, discipline, and 
order, as far as the latter was compatible -with the disarrangement caused by the 
alterations in progress, and in good repair, except with regard to the pavement 
of the entrance court, which requires to be re-laid or replaced with gravel; the 
sewerage is generally effective, save under the Governor's house ; the supply 
of water is abundant, and the ventilation of the cells occupied by ffie females has 
been further improved by the perforation of the doors. Some of the cocks, how- 
ever, in the above cells are imperfect, and subject to le^age. Since the last 
inspection a commodious board-i-oom has been erected, and reception-cells (for 
the females), together with baths, and a laundiy and ironing-i'oom, are advancino" 
towards^ completion. ^ It is designed to fit the laundiy with partitions, which wiS 
^<^^so indispensable in the irorang-room, for preventing undue communication. 

The Governor having caBed my attention to the liimted accommodation and 
the inconvenient construction of his house, in the top-story of which, the chapel 
IS placed, I throw out for the consideration of the local authorities a design for 
building a new chapel between the wings now allocated to the respective sexes,

labour. There are, besides, and have been for a considerable period, live cells 
allocated to juveniles of this sex, fully furnished with all the requirements of 
“smaration.” 

The Governor or his deputy always attends the lock-up, and the reeularitv of 
the lught-patrol is ascertained by a tell-tale clock.

Since the Inst inspection, Dr.Forde having died, Dr. Maconcliy was appointed 
m succession ; and vacancies created by the resi^atioii of the schoolmaster and 
one turnkey, and by the superannuation of the hospital nurse, have been duly 
filled. The higher officers receive their salaries at the Assizes, and the subor- 
dinates at each meeting of the Board. The residents are provided with coals 
and candles, but not mth rations. The tiumkeys, six of whom are handicrafts- 
men, viz., two shoemakers, a tailor, a weaver, a miller, and a carpenter, are 
supplied with fire-arms and unifonns,

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North A respectfully-worded memorial, addi’essed to the Inspectors-General, was 
Di stric t, handed to me by the turnkeys, which prays our interference with the Executive 
Couniv ef Legislature, to get them placed on the same footing as public civil ser- 

Down vants, under the 22nd Vic., cap. 26, “The Supci'anauation Act.” This prayer 
Gaol, we consider to be beyond our province, inasmuch as gaol oificei’s are paid solely 
out of funds, and as the 17th section declares, “That no person shall be 
entitled to any superannuation allowance under this Act, unless his salary or 
remuneration has been provided out of the Comolidaied Fund of the United 
Ivingdom of Great Britain and L*eland, or out of moneijs voted ly Parliaynent." 

The acting Roman Catholic Chaplain, the Rev. P. O’Kane, whom I did not 
see at the period of my inspection, having addressed a letter direct to the 
Inspectnrs-General, firstly complaining, “ that Roman Catholic prisoners had 
been interfei-ed with in attending to their religious duties on Sundays, by being 
required by the officers of the gaol to work in the kitchen;” and, secondly, re- 
questing that all prisoners of his faith, who were capable of reading, should 
be sujjplied with the prayer-books used by their Church ; we submitted both 
matters to the Board, recommending that the request should be entertained, a 
similar concessioft having been made in Belfast Gaol, in 1851, and continued to 
the present time. With regard to the first point the Board promptly adopted 
measures for enabling prisoners of different pei’suasions to attend Divine Service 
on Sundays, without intemiption, according to their respective denominations* 

and with regard to the second, they passed the subjoined resolution: ’ 

“That the Board of Superintendence havebithertodeclinedfurnishing any other 
books than Bibles and Testaments of the Authorized and Douay versions for the 
pnsoners of each ^persuasion respectively, they beg most respectfully to decline 
departing from this rule ; and the Board take tliis opportunity of expressing their 
extreme surprise that the acting Roman CathoUc Chaplain should make any com- 
plamt to the Inspectors-General relative to the intern economy of the gaol, or prefer 
a cliarge agmnst one of the superior officers of tlie gaol, without first applviug to 
the Board of Superintendence.” ® 

In the final part of this resolution we felt bound to express our entire concur- 
rence, as it is clearly the duty of every officer of a prison to prefer any complaint, 
or to offer any suggestion, relative to matters of administration, in the first 
instance to the local authorities ; and, as in the case of Cliaplains, or theii* sub- 
stitutes (when duly appointed and approved), it is specially prescribed bv tlie 
11th section of the Amended Prisons Act (the 19th and 20th Vic., cap.”68), 
that “ every Chaplain, and every such substitute, shall communicate from time to 
time to the Board of Superintendence of the County Gaol, any abuse or impro- 
priety which shall have come to his hioxvledge." 

For his direct breach, therefore, of the section in question, the Rev. hir. 
O Kane tendered an apology, which was considered satisfactory by the Board, 
and thus the matter terminated.

The number in. custody on the day of inspection, and on the corresponding 
days of the two preceding years differ so little as to requii'e no comment, and 
the same observawon appli^ to the proportion of committals fi’cm the 1st of 
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January in the current year, as contrasted -with those of 1858. There appears to 
be a trifling advance in the re-comiuittals for the same period, but these lattei- 
are derived cliiefly from the recurrence of drunkards and prostitutes. The 
daily average of males shows an increase, but, when their aggregate is compared 
with the record of committals, it is obviously attributable, not to tbe influx of a 
greater number of ciiminals, but to the longer terms of imprisonment, to which 
the inmates have been sentenced. 

Vagrancy and juvenile offences have, I am happy to state, diminished to such 
an extent as to scai’cely hold a place in the registry. 

There was one prison(n“ under rule of penal servitude, who was about to be 
removed immediately, and one lunatic 5 but both these classes will, at no distant 
period, cease to occupy our prisons.

The building was throughout clean, well ventilated, diy (the leakage noticed 
in former reports having been stanched), and amply supplied with water, which 
is directed to flushing the sewers. No alteration has taken place since the last 
inspection, except the erection of an apparatus for heating the male prison; but 
the laundry, the drying-room, and the exercising yards, remain in the same un- 
improved condition, which has frequently been commented on by the Inspec- 
tors-Gencral ; nor does there appejir to exist any intention to apply to either sex 
“ separation” in its integrity, which could be put into operation here at a very 
trifling expenditure when compared with the advantages resulting from this 
invaluable form of discipline. The reception-rooms for both sexes lie close 
together at the entrance, a very objectionable juxta-position.

The stock of clothing and shoes being scanty I called the attention of the 
Board to the deficiency, and I have since learned that ordera were issued for an 
adequate supply. The bedding was sufficient, and there were some new blan- 
kets and sheeting in store. 

The males, who are classified according to the prescriptions of the Prisons Act, 
^ generally kept apart, taking their meals, sleeping, and receiving educational 
instruction in their cells ; but, when engaged in pumping water and during divine 
service, they are congregated, under the supervision, however, of prison officers. 
The females, also, when the accommodation permits, are similarly separated, 
but are associated in the laundry and at school, the master and a matron beins: 
present. 

"Hie lock-up is attended by the Governor, who makes a final circuit of the 
prisem at nine o’clock, p.m., and there is one turnkey on the night patrol, with- 
out, however, the salutary check of a tell-tale clock.

I have only to repeat what has been noticed in formei’ reports, that there are 
no distinctive appliances for enforcing “ hard Jabour'" in this prison, the require- 
ments of the forcing pump, by means of which water is raised for the use of the 
gaol, embracmg almost necessarily, except when there is an unusual number of 
inmates, some of those who ai'e not under this sentence. Tlie affgregate of 
temales having been latterly verj- small but little has been eflected b^risoners 
Ot this sex. The males are chiefly employed industrially as recorded above, and 
there are among the turnkeys thiee handicraftsmen, viz., a shoemaker, a cooper

ITo alteration, except the erection of a clock, has taken place since the last inspec- 
tion; but it is in contemplation, as particuhirized below, to partition the school- 
room and tread- wheel, the stone-breaking j'ard being already provided with sheds 
for keeping the prisoners apart, when engaged in this fonn of labour. This is a step 
in the right dh'cetion, and I trust will be followed not onlj' by .aiu'an^ng the laundrj' 
in a similar manner, and hy ereiiting a dining-room, which is much needed, 
but by establishing “separation” in its integrity for both sexes, which would be 
now attainable at a very moderate outby, as the numbers, already greatly 
lowered, would he still further diminished by the enforcement of this invaluahlc 
form of discipline ; and as the local authorities mil he henceforth relieved of 
nearly the whole expense of maintaining prisoners convicted by a jury, the 
Treasury having assented to the rccommendaLiou of the Comity Rates Committee 
(which reported to the House of Coimnons in the past year) that Ii-eland should 
beplaccd on an approximatively equal footing with England in this p£u*ticiil:ir. 

The Marshalsea, the cook-house, and the reception-wards 5 U*e all satisbctoiy. 

The males are classified in accordance with the prescriptions of the Prismis 
Act, and the females are placed in divisions accordhig to character. The former 
invariably take their meals and sleep in single cells, and the latter whenever 
the limited amount of the accommodation assigned to them permits (the lower 
tier of cells in them quarter bring badly lighted .and exceptionable for coustant 
occupation), but at other times they are more or less in association. 

The Governor, who appears to be an anxious and sedulous officer, attends the 
lock-up, and one turnkey patrols at night, without, however, the salutary check 
of a tell-tale clock. 

The pimishments, which were all indicted by the Governor, are veiy few m, 
number.

A sum has been presented the Grand Jury for certain improvements, 
among which is the addition of partitions to the tread- wheel, in order to pre- 
vent communic-ation. The reduction in numbers, and the fiict that tbe great 
majority of the prisoners is derived from the rural class, unacquainted with 
skilled hihour, have naturally tended to limit the industrial operations here, 
which, had it been otherwise, would doubtless have been eflectively carried on 
here, as some of the turnkeys are handicraftsmen.

In the two last Reports reference was made to the vacancy in the office of 
Roman Catholic Chaplain, which, I regret to state, still esists. The prisoners, 
however, of that pei^uasion are now not altogether deprived of spiritual minis- 
tration, inasmuch as the Veiy Eev. P. Dawson has vdunteered his^ occasional 
services, which have been accepted by the Board, ordei’S being given for his 
admission to the gaol at lus discretion, and at reasonable hours. Under these 
circumstances the addition of £15 per annum is continued to the Protestant 
Ol^lain as a remuneration for his inspection of the diet. 

The salaries of all the officers are paid monthly. The turnkeys, of whose con- 
duct I was happy to obtain a favourable report from the Governor, are provided 
with uniforms. The nursetender alone receives rations, but an allowance of 
coal is supplied to all the interns.

A comparison of the aggregate in custody on the day selected for the record 
of the inspection, and on the corresponding days of the three preceding years, 
evidences a reduction; and if we examine the daily average, and the committals 
and re-committals, during the expired portion of the current year, we find that 
both these schedules show a decline from 1858, which was, it is to be noted 
somewhat in advance of 1357. _ Tliere is nothing, therefore, which requires ob- 
servation as to the amount of crime, nor indeed as to its quality, except that the 
religious excitement, which has latterly prevailed here, as weU as in other parts 
of the kingdom, has tended to increase the number of lunatics, who pass through 
the gaol to the asjdum.

Since the last inspection several improvements have been completed, or are in 
progress, or in contemplation. 

Sleeping apartments, and a day-room for the occupation of the male officers, 
have been fitted up in the correctionals, and some judicious alterations have been 
carried out in the office. The walls of the male prison have been thoroughly 
craped, and a thick mass of incrusted whitewash has been removed, and the 
Governor’s house has been repaired, pajaered, and painted. 

The soil boxes in the male working-yards have been discontinued, and effective 
water-closets have been substituted ibr them. A serious leak in the under- 
ground water-pipes having been discovered, measures were taken against its re- 
currence. The paving and roofing of the male work-sheds are m course of 
execution, and the whole of the buildings allocated to prisoners of this sex, are 
about to be furnished with metal spouting. 

The removal of some old walls in the female quarter, referred to in former 
reports, is proceeding, which will create a large area for exercise, and I am 
“Ppy lo learn that the Board entertains the project of erecting a laundry, a 
drying room, and baths. As a matter of economy I would submit that the ex- 
isting laundry might be retained either for its present purpose, by dividing it 
with staUs, or adapted for a drying-room, and in the event of a steam boiler, 
which is included in the plan under consideration, not being thought indispensable, 
K appears that a considerable saving might be effected, if one fire could be ren- 
dered applicable to the several duties of cooking, of supplying hot water for the 
laundry, andthe baths, and of beating the drying-room, and the femalesoUtarj* cells. 

The males, for whom accommodation far exceeding present or probable future 
reqmrements, exists, are classified according to the prescriptions of the Prisons 
Act, but are subjected to approximative separation, taking their meals, and sleep- 
mg m single cells, and being placed in sheds apart, when employed in stone-

I found the prison throughout in a highly creditable condition of order aud 
discipline, in sound repair, clean, airy, and abundantly supplied with water. The 
main sewers are large and effective, but the smaller sewers leading from some ot 
the privies are stated to be imperfect. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, 
and gaol clothing was ample. The Governor attends the Jock-up, and a nightly 
patrol is now maintained by all the turnkeys in rotation, ^Yitho^t, Jiowever, the 
salutary and certain check of a tell-tale clock.

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Since the last inspection the probationary appointments of Mr. Chambers as 
Local Inspector, and of Lieutenant Boyd as Governor, have been confirmed; 
and it is due to two verj' zealous and efficient officers, that I should express my 
entire concurrence in the selection of them made by the Boai'd. The Roman 
Catholic Clu^am, the Rev. E. Doherty, having resigned, he has been succeeded 
by the Rev. W. M‘Loughlin; and two vacancies, created by the superannuation 
of a turnkey, and the resignation of the Assistant Matron, have been duly filled. 
The extern officers and the Governor receive their salaries at each Assizes, and 
the subordinate interns monthly, including a commuted money allowance in lieu 
of rations. The turnkeys are provided with arms and uniforms.

The Board assembles monthly, with regularity, when food contracts, and the 
smaller bills are paid by means of cheques, signed by three members of the Board, 
and comtereigned by the Local Inspector, All other liabilities are similarly 
discharged at each Assizes. I cannot close my report upon the gaol, 
congratulating the adnunistrative body upon the public spirit and energy which 
they have displayed in carrying out numerous measures of amelioration, and I 
have no doubt that the prison consigned to their charge will, when the projects 
for further improvement have been completed, bear comparison with the best 
similar institutions of the kingdom. 



Bridewells. 

The subjoined schedule of the Bridewells is compiled from the obsertationa of 
the Inspector- General, and the Local Inspector, at their several visits. Since 
the last annual inspection nn escape took place from the Bridewell of Coleraine, 
and a suicide in that of Newtownlimavady. 

In the first case the keeper was cautioned, under pain of dismissal, to be ^re 
vigilant; and’in the second the coroner’s jury found a verdict exculpating from 
all blame, the keeper, “ or any person connected with the Bridewell.”^ The de- 
ceased (a female), having suspended herself from a projecting ventilator, the 
latter has been removed, and a plate of perforated ziue substituted.

reference to the portion of the current year, which is recorded above. Q'ioi, 

Vagrancy has again experienced a decline, and juvenile offences arc very few 
in number. There wei'e no piisoners under lule of penal servitude, hut thei’o 
was one retiurned convict, a male. At my first visit there were no dangerous 
lunatics in custody, but at m}- second I found no less than thi*ee, who, though 
not committed as under that category, were obviously in such a state of mind as 
to exempt them from moral responsibility and from the application of ordinarv 
prison discipline.

I found the prison at both my visits as clean, and in as good order, as was 
consistent with the works in progi'ess. The general repair was sound, but there 
were some deficiencies under this heading. The privies adjoining the workshops 
were in a ruinous condition, the roofs and door frames being rotten ; the gutters 
of the roof of the corn-store were leaky, and the floor of the kib. was somewhat 
broken. The roof of the Governor’s Louse also requires to be stanched. The 
workaheds referred to in former reports, as being dilapidated, have been partially 
restored, and will be completed as soon as they are vacated by the stone-cutters, 
who now occupy them. The itch ward has been removed to the hojspital ; debtors 
are happily rai-e here, for the accommodation is very limited, there being no 
quarter for the females, and but one building for the males, both masters and 
paupers, in which further is placed the reception room for prisoners of this 
sex. ^ A large area of flagging is in process of being laid down, solely by meaus 
of prisoners’ labour, carried on under the supervision of one of the turnkeys. Tire 
wood- work throughout the building is receiving a coat of paint, and the sewerage 
has now been rendered much more effective, and a shifft is about to be sunk, 
which will aid the circulation. 

The chief improvement, however, which I have to i-ecord. is the adaptation of 
the female prison, amounting to seventeen cells, to the separate system, for which 
a presentment was duly passed, and plans approved by the Grand Jury. In 
consequence of the omission of the Foreman’s si^ature to these plans, some delay 
unfortunately arose in submitting them to the Lord Lieutenant for his sanction ; 
but ihis difficulty having been obviated by the certificate of the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury, I am happy to state that the Inspectors-General have been able 
to procure the necessary concurreuce of the Board of Works, and of the Execu- 
tive, and that at no distant period this in^timable system of discipline will be 
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applied to the class of prisoners, upon which it never fails to produce effects 
both deterrent and reformatory. 

It will be necessarv', in order to maintain separation in its integrity, to parti- 
tion the laundry, which is a small and inconvenient apartment; and the adjunct 
to which, the di^g-rooni, is also imperfect. A further presentment was passed 
for ei'ccting a gate-house, but I am mformed that the sum is inade<juate to that 
object. 

The ventilation is satisfactorj", and the building is free from, damp, except in 
the localities stated above ; though in wet weather a certain amount of weeping, 
the result of the material, is obseiwable. ’ 

The supply of water is abundant, and the stock of bedding and clothing is 
sufficient; some shoes and clogs, however, are wanting. 

The males are classified nearly in compliance with the prescriptions of the 
Prisons Act ; and the females, pending the adoption of “separation,” arc placed 
in two divisions, according to known or presumed character; the prisoners of both 
sexes sleep in single cells, but take their meals in their day-rooms ; in the summer 
months, and at all times, except during the prevalence of %’ery severe weather, it 
would be advisable to confine them to their cells at breakfast and dinner. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor, and the final inspection takes place 
at 9.30. One turnkey patrols during the night, whose vigilance is tested by a 
tell-tale clock, and but few instances of a failure, of duty are foimd to exist. 

The punishments from the 1st of Januaiy to the date of my second visit, 
amounted to thu-ty, which were all inflicted by the authority of the Governor, 
except three, in which ma^sterial intervention was found necessary.

The heading of industrial labour accounts for the disposal of the prisoners on 
the day recorded, but it is proper to remark that it freciuently happens that there 
is not available a sufficient number of prisoners sentenced to hard labour to work 
the means provided here for fulfilling it. '

The male school is remarkably well conducted, the form of the registry being 
good, and the supervision of the Chaplains constant. Indeed it is but justice to 
them to state, that they discharge their duty in this important particular with 
conscientious efficiency. Prisoners of this sex, of more mature age, who are desirous 
of learning, unless under short rules, are admissible to the school, from which, 
however, they had hitherto been occasionally withdrawn by special labour, as to 
those who are thus employed, additional rations are granted, thus operating as 
an inducement not to attend, The Roman Catholic Chaplain having expressed 
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his regret at this regulation, I brought the matter under the consideration of 
the Board, who immcdiatel}- arranged that the period of schooliiio- in the win- 
ter months should not commence until after the close of daily klKiiir at dusk 
thus rendeiing available the special labour referred to, and at the same time 
enabling the prisoners to enjoy the Ml advantage of educational instruction. 

I gi-eatly regret that there is no school for the females. Their numbers are un- 
doubtedly very low, and sometimes barely sufficient for the ordinary prison 
duties ; but, whenever there are in custody prisoners of this sex, under lorn' sen- 
tences, it would be propm that they should be instructed by the schoolmaster, of 
course iu the presence of* a matron. 

Dietary. 

First Class. Ifales. — Breakfast — 4 oz. oatmeal and 4 oz. Indian meal, made into 
stirabout, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner_14 oz. Tfholemeal bread and I pint 
of new milk. 

Second Class, Females.— Breakfast— 7 oz., half oaten and half Indian meal, in 
stirabout, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner— 12 oz. wholemeal bread and 4 pint 
of new milk. * ^ 

Third Class, Males and Females.— Breakfast— 5 oz., half oaten and half Indian 
meal, made into stirabout, and 1 pint of buttermillc. Dinner— —8 oz. wholemeal 
bread and 1 pint oatmeal gruel. Supper— 4 oz. wholemeal bread. 

Oatmeal gruel is served out to all the prisoners in lieu of milk, at dinner on 
Tuesday and Friday in each week. Prisoners sentenced to one cakudar month 
and under get one pint of gruel instead of milk for dinner. 

CojUraeVA-.— Meat, per pound, Id . ; new milk, per gallon, Sst/. ; buttermilk, per 
gallon, 2{d. 

No complaints were preferred at either of my visits by piisoners, against the 
provisions, which are regularly inspected by the Chaplains in the form suggested 
by m}' colleague and niysclf. Latterly, however, the records of such inspec- 
tion show several exceptions taken lo the milk, wliich have led to some improve- 
ment in the quality iiu’iiished by the coutraefcor, who will forfeit the price of the 
ammmt coudemiied. 

There wore also some objections, but not frecpient, enterp.il against the bread 
and sth’about. The prisonei's had presented a memorial (iu which they were 
veiT improperly aided by the schoolmuster), praying for the occasional substitu- 
tion of ])utatoea.

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Since tlie last inspection one turakey was superannuated, and the schoohnaater 
and assistant clerk resided ; and in lieu of wliota one person was appointed by 
the Board to perform the duties of turnkey, sehoobiaster, and master weaver. 

The extern officers receive theii* salaries half-yearly, and the intern monthly ; 
none are on gaol allowance, hut the turnkeys are furnished with fire-arms, and 
uniforms. Of the conduct of these latter L received a favourable report, but I 
am bound to state that I do not eonsidei’ the matron to be qualified for the 
charge of prisoners placed, as the females are about to he, under the separate 
system, the due administration of which demands gi-eat care, tact, and obseiwatioii. 

Some improvement is observable in the general conduct of the Goveraor, as 
to regularity and activity, but I found some entries sho>ving occasional inatteu- 
tion on his part, in leaving prisoners without proper supeiwision, which was ven* 
properly made the subject of a severe reprimand on the part of the Board.

The building was in a creiUtable condition of order and cleanliness, well ven- 
tilated (a very important sanitary alteration having been completed by the 
opening of the cell windows), amply supplied -with water, and secure. The 
sewerage is effective, and the large cesspool was about to be cleaved. The 
damp noticed in former Reports as arising e.xtemally fi*om the action of the 
weather, and internally from the leakage of the water-works, has been provithjd 
against. 

The cells also have been repaired, and some impi’ovements have been c.nrri'- 1 
out in the laundry, and drjing-room. 

A dwarf wall or rather a sunk fence, isolating, but somewhat imja-rici.-ily, 
the debtors’ quarter, has farther been added. 

There wa.s a fair supply of clothing and bedding, which latter is taken out 
and abed in dry weather. 

The separate system is strictly enforced in all the criminal classes ofboth 
sexes, and its successful application, both physically and morally, is attested by 
the health of the prisoners, and by the paucity of punishments. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and one turnkey maintains the night 
patrol.

The amount of industi'ial labour exhibited in the .above schediile is inconsi- 
derable, and it is to be regretted tliat among the tiumkeys there is not to be 
fmmd a single handicraftsman. 
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It 'would be very desirable in filling up vacancies which may arise in the sub- 
ordinate staff to select pei-sons capable of teaching tailoring and shoemaking, 
two trades not only very useful within the walls of a prison, but readily avail- 
able to those, who have been instructed in them, as a means of earning an 
honest livelihood when discharged.

The school was, I regret to state, in abeyance at the period of my visit, the 
master having been dismissed in consequence of j)apers of a seditious character, 
and subversive of the discipline of the gaol, which appeared to be in his hand- 
■writing, having been found in an apartment from which he had just retired 
after (ffscharging his duty as officer of the night-watch. 

I trust that the form of registry recommended by my colleague and myself 
will be forth-with adopted, and that the Chaplains will enter in the column 
headed “ Remarks” their comments upon the progress of the pupils. It was 
represented to me that they occasionally examine the scholars, but I foimd the 
record of such examination in the journal of only one of their body.

The condition of this gaol, pending alterations so extensive as to amount 
^ost to re-construction, is such as to render an analytical report in the ordinary 
form impossible. Below, in a letter addressed by me to the Secretary of the 
Commissioners for building the gaol, will be found a summary of the several 
objecfaons and suggestions which occurred to me at my inspection, and to which 
1 would beg to call the special attention of the local authorities as embracing the 
whole case. “ 

The prison at present is reduced to the state of a mere bridewell, as no 
prisoners, except those unda* very brief sentences, are confined there, the 
remamder being, from time to time, transferred to Dundalk, by virtue of the 
powers conferred upon the Lord Lieutenant under the 36th section of the 
Amended Praons Act,” 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 68 ; and discipline, chissification, 
^mbve and industrial labour, and educational instruction are all suspended. 
There were no complaints of the dietary, and the general health of the inmates 
was and had been satisfactory, which is fortunate in the absence of adequate 
provision for the sick. 

Since the last inspection, the Rev. .John G. Eccles has been appointed to the 
of Protc.'tant Chaplain, vice the Rev. W. E. Ormsby, deceased; and the 
Rev. Patrick Hanratty to that of Roman CathoEc Chaplain, dee the Rev. i\ 
Montague, removed to another part of the diocese. 

The books are carefiilly kept ; but I feel hound to notice the return of the 
attendance of the extern officers as falling far short of the requirements prescribetl 
m the sections of the “ Prisons Act,” 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, relating to their 
respective duties—viz., sec. 109, clause 13 ; secs. 65, 69, 70, and 72.

7th October, 1859. 

Sir,— Having, on the 4th instant, inspected the ^vorks now in progress in 
, Drogheda Gaol, I consider it to be my duty to address to you some observations 
in reference thereto, in order that they may be submitted to the Building Commis- 
sioners and to the architect who designed the plans, inasmuch as I am informed 
that the latter is empowered, under the terms of the contract entered into with the 
builder, to suggest and to ^ the value of such alterations and deviations as he 
shall deem indispensable. 

Further I liave to remark, that, if all the works included in the present contract 
were completed and handed over to the Commissioner.^, it would be impossible for 
the Inspector-General to certify the Jitness of the gaol for the reception of prisoners 
wanting, as it would be, in many statutable requirements, such as those enuct^' 
for instance, in the 6th sec. of the “Prisons Act,” 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74 ; and I am* 
therefore, desirous that the whole matter should be placed before the local authorities 
in sufficient time to take measures for the correction of the defects which I .shnll 
proceed to enumerate. 

1. There is no provision for the due supply of water, a considerable amount of 
which would be requiredfor the ordinary daily consumption of the prison, including 
the laundry, the lavatories, and the water-closets ; and the number of lavatories is 
inadequate, an inadequacy which, however, could -l>e easily remedied by adapting 
for this purpose oue cell on the basement and another on the second story. ’ 

2. There is no provision for the improvement of the sewerage, the ineffectiveness of 
which has been frequently commented upon in the reports of the Inspcctors-General. 
The expense of such improvement would probably be abated if the privies now 
standing in the yards were discontinued and water-closets only were employed 

3. There is no provision under the present contract for any accommodjrtion what- 
ever for the sick of either sex ; and even if the whole plan, as at present deaigued, 
were carried out in reference to this vitally indispensable department, I would 
point out that the position of the apartments allocated for this object is singularly 
unfit and inconvenient, and that there are not separate airing yards attached to dir 
accessible from them. 

4. There is no provision of cells for the punishment of refractory prisoners. 

b. There is no division or means of separating the prisoners of both sexes, who 
according to the present arrangement of the cells, would be enabled to see each 
other, and to communicate freely by speaking through the spy-holes in the doora 
This objection could be obviated without much expense, the width of the corridor 
or gallery being sufficient to admit of the erection of a party wall of brick and to 
leave a passage on eitlier side. 

6. There is no provision for a laundry and drying-room. 

7. There is no proper provision for debtors of both sexes and both classes Cmaster 

and pauper). '• 

Lastly', I have to remark, that exception has frequently been taken by the Chap- 
lains ot different denominations to the construction of deep stalls in prison chapels, 
as being productive of inattention, and as interfering with tlie principle of united 
worship. ^ 

The Inspectors-General concur in this e.vception ; and being, moreover, aware that 
prisoners so placed are almost entirely witlidrawn, whUe seated, from supervision, 
Irequently communicate -with each other by means of slips of paper passed under 
the doors wluch divide the stalls, and but too often ivrite or carve ribald and obscene 
words, have latterly recommended that the benches in prison chapels should be 
qmte open (subject, of course, to a screen between the two sexes), -with high seats, 
m order to enable the officers to take a plunging view of those in their cliarge. 
Tins alteration in the plan would lead to a saving of expense, and tlie sum thus 
saved miglit be applied to some of the other necessary works specified above. 

I have, therefore, to request that you will, at your earliest convenience, lay 
uetore the parties whom I have named the foregoing observations, as I ara unwilling 
to complete and furnish my report upon the condition of the prison until an oppor- 
tunity shall have been afforded for considering and dealing with these defects, 
winch, if allowed to remain unremedied, will render nugatory the expenditure 
already meurred and virtually close the prison. ^ j r

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of the current year, up to the above date, leads to the same conclusion. It will 
be observed that this increase exists chiefly among the males, assaults and offences 
connected with violence having become msgracefuUy rife. I found, for instance, 
a father and Msfve sons all withdrawn from theii* ortlinaiy labour, and paj-ing 
by imprisonment the penalty of indulging a brutal and ferocious temper. Juve- 
nile offenders have become rare, the demand for labour absorbing them, and 
vagi’ancy has yielded also to the better condition of the couutr}'. There were 
two lun.atics (males), and two returned convicts (females), at the time of my 
visit, but none under rule of penal servitude.

The building was in sound repair, fiec from damp, well ventilated, and secure. 
The supply of water is ample, except in dry weather, and a project is enter- 
tained of sinking the well deeper, which is the more to be desired, as the sewer- 
age is defective in construction, and can only be maintained in a state of action 
by constant flushing.

No alteration has taken place since the last inspection, except that the soli- 
tary cells have undergone some repairs, and that the laimdry has been partitioned. 
The want of a drj'ing-room still exists, and it is alleged that in conseijuence of 
the great depth of the well, even at its present level, it would dimmish the 
power of the treadwheel too much if it were divided by stalls, but by forming 
the latter of sheet iron this objection would be removed. There are no covered 
lavatories, but tubs are provided for personal ablution. There is a bath and a 
reception-room for males on their admisrion, but none for females. It has been 
stated in former Reports, that the ordinary cells do not contain a sufficient num- 
ber of cubic feet to be adapted to “ sepaj'ation and this is undoubtedly a con- 
siderable obstruction to the establishment of that invaluable system here: bat, if 
a beginning were made by dividing each of the female day -rooms into five cells, 
fifteen, cells of the desired dimensions would be thus obtained at a very small 
outlay, and by altering a few of the existing cells to the proper scale, an amount 
of accommodation would be secured sufficient for the present and probable 
future requirements, inasmuch as the enforcement of this form of discipline 
among prisoners of this se.x invariably tends to a great reduiition of their num- 
bers. On the male side the eight day-rooms would be similarly divisable into 
forty cells. 

At present the males are classified nearly in conformity with the Prisons Act, 
the enormous increase in those committed and sentenced for assaults and crimes 
of this character rendering it necessary to place them in three divisions. The 
females are in three sections, a wretched makeshift ; and all of both sexes sleep 
and take their meals in single cells. 
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The Govemoi* attends the lock-up and night rounds, and there is one turnkey 
on patrol, subject to the salutarj^ check of a tell-tale clock. 

The punishments, since the first of January amounted to seventeen, eio-ht for 
males and nine for females, no less than three requiring the mtei*vention of magis- 
trates, though the former were nearly four times as numerous: thusinrlicating an 
absence of discipline, and of subordination, which is fully accounted for by the 
conduct of the matron, as detailed below.

A large number of the male prisoners being sentenced to hard labour, and 
being derived from a purely agricultural class, but little industrial work, in the 
sense of handicrafts, is performed hei-e, as appears by the return of articles sold 
outside the walls ; and the emploj-meut of the females is limited to sewing and 
washing for the whole establishment.

Schools. 

The mole school is efficiently conducted for two hours daily, by a blaster, of 
whose qualifications the Inspector of the National Board of Education lias- 
reported very favourably, and who has received a gratuity from that Board, as 
well as an increase of salarj’ at the hands of the local authorities. The form of 
registry recommended by niy colleague and myself is also kept. The females 
are instructed for the same daily period by the Assistant j\Iatron ; but as they are 
generally illiterate, and, as the discipline and duties occupy the greater pai*t ol' 
the time of this officer, but little is eSected. 

It would be desirable that the prisoner of this sex should be taught by the 
master until a proper instructress be pro-vided. 

I regret to add that the chaplains do not give the benefit of their supervision 
to this department.

There were no complaints of the diet, which is inspected by the Chaplains, but 
not in the form suggested by the Inspcctors-General, wliich is a convenient 
synopsis of all the items of daily consumption to be commented upon severally. 
Ifouiid some exceptions taken to the milk; but in such cases, under the bond of 
the contractor, the local authorities are enabled to purchase milk at his cost. 

Books and Accounts. 

The general registries, the fom* books prescribed by the Queen’s Bench, and 
the accounts, are accurately kept. The Medical Officer is provided witli a jour- 
nal, as is also the Governor, but not the Chaplains ; although the 1 1th section of 
the 19 & 20 Yict. c. 68, expressly directs that such jorn-nals should be submitted 
to the Board at each meeting, and though such omission has already been 
noticed in former reports. There is a general book in which all their entries 
are made of spiritual duties, inspection of provisions, &c., but this is very incon- 
venient and anomalous. Many of the forms of “ Gaol Book” submitted by us 
are observed, but some are still wanting besides those already specified, such as 
those relating to the “Medical Department,” and the “ Daily Employment of 
Prisoners,” &c.

No alteration has taken place in the staff rince the last inspection. All the 
intern officers, except the Governor and Deputy, receive the gaol allowance, and 
the turnkeys, one of whom is a shoemaker, and another is capable of instructing 
in cai'pentry, ai’e supplied with firearms and uniforms. I was glad to receive a 
satisfactory report of the general character of the subordinate officers, except 
the mati'on, who has conducted herself in such a manner as to whoEy imfit her 
for the charge intnisted to her. The state of her department has been the sub- 
ject of animadversion in former reports ; but since my colleague’s lost visit she 
appears to have indulged in violent and abusive language, to have employed 
prisoners in executing her own work, in violation of a stringent bye-rule on this 
head, and to have purchased from a prisoner in her custody a piece of muslin- 
work, the property of the owner of a Scotch establishment in the town, for 
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which she was sunimonecl and fined. As long as the supervision of females is 
consigned to a person thus wanting in temper and subordination, and for whom 
they can entertain no respect, I see no hope of duo discipline being observed 
Of of moral amendment being effected. ’

No alteration has taken place since the last inspection, nor is there any in 
contemplation. The Launtb^' remains unpartitioned, but the drying-room has 
latterly been furnished with clothes-horses. Prisoners on admission are washed in 
tubs placed in then respective yards, before they are passed into their respective 
classes, as there are no baths ‘available for this purpose; the two which exist 
being attached to the hospital. Tubs are also provi(.led in each section for the 
daily ablution of both sexes. 

The general accommodation is more than sufficient for the present or presum- 
able future reqmrements ; but unfortunately the cells are defective iu capacity, 
<and do not contain the amount of air indispensable to the strict maintenhnee of 
the separate system, the only form of discipline, which renders contamination 
impossible and reformation probable. The classification prescribed by the 
Prisons Act, which at best is but a miserable makeshift, is observed with regard 
to the males, while the females, who consist chiefly of prostitutes, are placed in 
two divisions, the selection being made in accordance with their known character, 
as [far^ as possible. The prisoners of both sexes sleep and receive their meals 
apart m single cells, but wbeu engaged in punitive and industrial labour and at 
school-time they have constant opportunities of communication. 

The Governor attends the lock-up; andthereisanightly patrol, without, how- 
ever the salutary check of a tell-tale dock. 

The punishments from the 1 st of January to the day of inspection amounted 
to twelve, all of which were inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor, a 
very efficient officer. 

It would be advisable that the punishment book should be submitted to the 
Board at each meeting, and initialed by the Chairman as an evidence of cogni- 
zance.

The diminution of prisonei’s has, of course, here as else:where, materially 
affected industrial operations ; the number of hands available, after the per- 
formance of the daily prison requii'cments, being veiy fe^v. 

Four of the turnkeys are handicraftsmen, viz., two shoemakers, a weaver, and 
a tailor, who further possesses a knowledge of mat-making.

The building was throughout in sound repair, free from damp, well ven- 
tilated, and abundantly supplied with water, which is duly distributed. The 
sewerage is occasionally ineffective, but this inconvenience is lessened by the ^eal 
reduction in the number of inmates. The stock of bedding and clothing was 
sufficient. ITo alteration has taken place in the accommodation since the last 
inspeotiou, but I am happy to state that the Board have directed the Local 
Inspector to put in a presentment for an adequate sum to employ an architect, 
with the view of obtaining a plan for adapting the prison to “ separation,” and 
for other improvements. I sincerely trust that so desirable an object may be 
attained, and that the improvements may include all indispensable requirements 
for maintaining this invaluable form, of discipline in its integrity, such as the 
partitioning of the treadwheel and the laundrv, the necessary adjunct to which 
lattei*, viz., a dxying-room, is still wanting. It has been suggested in fbrmer 
Reports that the excess of accommodation in the Marshalsea might be rendered 
available in promoting this design, which could he carried out at a moderate 
outlay, and I would add that the local authorities are now in a better condition 
to deal with the question of expenditure, since the Treasury has assented to the 
recommendation of the Committee upon the County Rates of Ireland (which 
reported in the past year), to the effect that the prisons of Ireland should be 
placed appro-ximatively upon the same footing as those of Great Britain, and 
that the greater portion of the cost of prisoners convicted btj a jury should be 
withdrawn from the county levies, and borne by the Consohdated Fund.

No change has taken p ace m the staff since the last Assizes, and I was happy 
to receive from the Local Inspector and Governor a favourable report of ^he 
conduct of the subordanate officers.

The prison generally was clean, orderly, secure, well ventilated, and in sound 
repair, except that the flagging, noriced in former reports to be much decayed, 
remains in the same condition. 

The heating apparatus of the new female cells is stated to be more effective 
than formerly, as is also the sewerage. The supply of water is ample, except in 
the autumn, when it occasionally becomes scanty. 

There are lavatories in the recently built portion of the female quai’tor ; but 
in the other sections of the gaol tubs are furnished for personal washing. There 
are also two baths for females, and one for males—the latter, however, is seldom 
or never used. The wants and defects in accommodation, which have been so 
frequently commented upon, continue unremedied. There is no reception-room 
for prisonei's of either sex on their admission, and no diying-room deseiwing the 
name. The laundry i.s veiy limited in size, and is not divided by partitions— the 
advantages of the separate system, which is partially carried out among the 
feniales, being thus neuti’alized. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and 
prison clothing was adequate, but the hospital bedding was considerably worn. 
Many of the females were ivithout shoes, although the latter are alleged to be 
regularly issued to them; and some of the males, under sentences slightly ex- 
ceeding one month, were not dressed in prison clolhing. 

The males are classified in compliance with the prescriptions of the old 
Prisons Act, and^ sleep and take their meals in single cells. They are also kept 
apart when working at the ti’ead- wheel, wliich is fitted vrith stalls ; but at school, 
and when engaged in industrial labour, they are more or less associated. The 
f^ales, as fur as the number of cells permit, are place<l in “ separation;” and 
there is an attempt made at dividing the remainder into sections according to 
character; htt^ as there is only one yard^ ami only one matroiu this is a mere 
nullity. 

The Governor, or his deputp^, attends the lock-up ; and a patrel is maintained 
by one turrikey, whose regularity is ascertained by a tell-tale clock. The punish- 
ments, which wei'e all inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor, amounted 
to but three from the 1st of January up to the day of inspection. 

It would be desirable that the Punishment Book should be laid before the 
Bo^d at each meeting, and initialed by the chairman as an evidence of exami- 
nation.

Since the last insiiection Dr. Casserly, the Medical Officer, having died, his 
duties were performed ad interim for a period of nine months, as I am'informed, 
by Dr. Peyton, the Siugeon of the County Infirmary, who conceived that he 
became ex officio siu'geon of the gaol, in.-isinucU as, under the 86th section of the 
Grand Jury Act, the 6th and 7th Wm IV. cap. 1 1C, he is not entitled to receive 
his salary as meclical officer of the infirmaiy “ unless he shall have given his at- 
tendance, or professional assistance, without any other or further fee or reward, 
to the prisoners and others in the gaol of the county, to the infirmary of which 
he has been appointed surgeon, if such gaol is situate within five miles of such 
irtfirmanj." 

Tlie Board of Superintendence, howevei*, acting under the 72nd section of the 
old Prisons Act, the 7th Geo. IV, cap. 74, and the 18th section of the Amended 
Prisons Act, the 19th and 20th Vic. cap. 68, proceeded to elect another person, 
Dr. Harrison, to be surgeon of tbe gaol, at a salary of £74, idthough Dr. Pey- 
ton olFered his attendance (as he deemed himself to be bound) at the gaol, with- 
out any further remuneration, and although he might incur the suspension of his 
salary for his attendance at the infirmary, unless it should be held under tbe 
110th section of the above recited “ Grand Jury' Act,” that the salary can be 
withheld or reduced in the case only of “negligent or iusufficient discharge of 
duty.” 

I therefore submit this somewhat complicated case, in ordei* that it may be 
brought under the cognizance of the Judge of Assize, especially if the Grand 
Jury refuse to present the salary of the newly appointed officer, on the ground 
that such appointment is unnecessary. A turnkey' also having died, his vacancy 
was filled by the appointment of a successor. 

It having been represented to me that the gi'eat increase in the duties of the 
Gate Porter would Justify a small advance in Ms salaiy, I beg to refer the matter 
to the consideration of the Board ; and I would again urge- the policy of appoint- 
ing an assistant-matron, as it is impossible that a single officer, however zealous, 
can maintain due discipline among females who are placed in distinct categories- 

None of the interns are on pri.son allowance. 

Tbe turnkey's, three of whom are handicraftsmen, viz., a weaver, a carpenter, 
and a shoemaker, ai’e furnished with fire-arms and uniforms.

Tlie Governor, a higUy zealous and efficient officer (tvIiosg salarj’, I submit 
to the Grand Jury, is qixite mcoramensurate with the value of his s^’ices, 
enhanced as they are by long experience), attends the lock-up nightly, and one 
turnkey is on patrol all night, without, however, the saliitar}- cheek of a tell- 
tale clock. 

The punishments, which amounted to eleven since the 1st of Januan*, were 
iniiictea by the Governor. It would he desirable that the Punishment Book 
should be laid before the Board at each meeting, and initialed by the Chairman, 
as an evidence of their cognizance.

A comparison of the aggi*egate in custody on the day of inspection, mth the 
records of the corresponding days in the three preceding years, would lead to the 
erroneous conclusion that aconsiderahle reduction in the gaol population had taken 
place here ; whereas, on examining the averages, we find that the total, which 
amounted to seventy-three (omitting fraotions) in 1856, and fell in 1857 and 
1858 to sixty-three, has risen again in the expired portion of the year, up to the 
date of my visit, to seventy. In 1858, however, the average of females declined 
to twenty-four, as contrasted with 1857, and has maintained the same figarc in 
the current year. In the committals and re-committals during this latter ]>eriod 
there has been some improvement, the re-committals of males evidencing a 
considerable diminution ; while little is to be expected with regard to ^ose of 
the other sex, which are kept up by the constant recurrence of almost incorri- 
gible prostitutes. Vagrancy and Juvenile offences have, I rejoice to state, 
greatly declined. 

There were no prisoners under rule of penal serritiule, but there were, no less

I7o alteration has taken place in the accommodation since the last inspection. 
The prison was very clean and orderly, and in sound repair, except with regard 
to the arch mentioned in my colleague’s report, and to some of the ceilings and 
brickwork in the new building, which exhibit verj’ imperfect worl^an.'-hip, the 
plaster scaling off, and cracks appearing here and there. The dryhig-room is a 
gross misnomer, being untenable from damp, as is also the kitchen. The Go- 
vernor submitted to me a plan for improving the former, to which J would 
request the attention of the Board. Tne partitions of the chapel have been 
lowered ; but it will be necessary, as all the sittings arc on a level, to erect high 
seats for the officers, so as to give them a conimaiiding view of the congregated. 

E risoners. compartments have been attached to the tread-wheel or to the 

lundry. The ventilation is generally good, that of the lower tier of female 
cells being now verj* satisfactory'. The supply of water is abundant, and the 
sewerage, which is defective in one particular, is about to be remedied. The 
lavatories and water-closets in the female prison have already been commented 
on in former Reports. In the male quarter there are no lavatories^ nor baths, 
but tubs and troughs are furnished for ablution. The stock of bedding, blank- 
ets, sheets, and clothing was adequate, except that the .shoes for females were 
scanty in number.

The Gatekeeper’s 
Book, however, a very important check upon the issue of articles of consump- 
tion, &c., betrayed ■waiit of care. The Chaplains and the Surgeon are furnished 
■with journals, but cannot be said to make use of them. The latter does not 
e.\actly observe the forms submitted by us for the use of his depai-tment, but his 
records suffice to show the desired object. Some of the forms wliich vre have 
submitted, so as to present a complete sj-uopsis of the ■working of prisons, are 
still ■wanting— such as the “Daily Employment of Prisoners’ Book,” &c.

The number in custody on the day of inspection, as compared with similar 
returns on the corresponding days of the three preceding years, shows a marked 
decline, as does also, although not to so great extent, the daily average for 
the expired portion of the current year, when contrasted with those of former 
periods, which stand thus: — 1855 — males, 46, females, 24; 1856 — males, 40|, 
females, 28^; 1857 — males, 35’5, females, 28 3 ; 1858 — males, 39’5, females, 24*5; 
four first months of 1859 — males, 32’4, females, 15*8. These fluctuations hitherto 
hare not beeia considerable, but during the last few months the diminution has been 
much more rapid ; and I tnast that the action of the separate system will continue 
to check, as it has obviously done already, criminality among females, to which 
sex alone it is applied here. On the other hand, although the aggi’egate of male 
delinquents was not large, the nature of their offences was of a very grave cha- 
racter. There were no prisoners under rule of penal sendtude, no lunatics, no 
workhouse offenders, and but one vagi-ant. There were three male juveniles, 
all convicted.

The prison was throughout in a creditable eojulitiou of clcauliness and order, 
well ventilated, free from damp, .and securer Some of the locks, however, require 
to be renewed. The sewerage is effective ; by a late ver)’ important improvement 
an unfailing supply of pure spring water is couve^'ed through metal pipes from 
a well outside, which commands the cistern. A new Board-room and office are 
also in course of erection, the present Eoavd-rooin being about to he transferred 
to the Governor, the accommodation for whom is rather confined. The portion 
of the male prison, referred to in the last ivport, which has been assigned to 
females, and adapted to “separation,” is now completed, the detects of the heat- 
ing apparatus having been eon'ected. There is, however, still a want of lava- 
tories in this section, and it is iudispeusabk*. to tin- working out of the separate 
system iu its integrity that the Inundiy should be divided by jiurtitious in order 
to prevent any intercourse. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison 
clothing was adequate, except the item of shoes for the females. There are three 
baths, and, besides the lavatories, in the portions of the prison not furnished witli 
them, tubs are prorided for daily use.

amouni oi accommoaation, taking into consideration the probable diminution of 
their numbers under the salutaiy operation of this invaluable form of discipline 
will doubtless rather exceed than tali short of their requirements. The males 
ai-e classified according to the Prisons Act, and although they sleep and take their 
meals m single cells, and although great care and vigilance’ are evinced by the 
Governor, an exi»ricnoed officer, and those acting under him, the almost in- 
smtable resiUt of association has lately appeared in a conspu-acy against one of 
the turnkeys. I -would further point to the prevalence of Eibbonism in this I'iis 
tnet, as an evil calling loncUy for the establishment of complete isolation, for 
nothing tends so much to break up a criminal eonfederaev as the impossibiliti- of 
communication among the memhevs of it, tvlien confined in the same 4ioI, 
they are generally awed or softened by the depressing influences of loneliness 
or Mcome prone to entertain distrinst and suspicion, and thus, either by confessioii 
or by information, the ti-uth is brought to light. I would venture, tlierefoiv to 
urge the local authorities, who have already exhibited such public spirit m the 
improvement of this prison, to complete their good work, and to extend to the 
males the undoubted advantages, which they have most piovideiitly conferred 
upon the other sex. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and there is a nightly patrol of tumkev.s 
whose regularity and vigilance ai-e ascertained by a tell-tale clock. 

The pumshments from the first of January to the day of inspection amounted 
to fourteen, ten bang inflicted by the authority of the Governor, and four bvtiie 
magistmal members of the Board. It would ha desirable that the Punishment 
Book should be submitted to tUo Board at each meetin< 2 j, and initialed by the 
Chairman, as an e\idence of inspection.

Schools. 

Instruction is given for two hours daily to prisonei-s of both sexes by a trained 
schoolmaster, who appears to be competent to his duties. I examined some of 
e juveniles and found their proficiency creditable. The school is under the in- 
spection OI theNationalBoai'd, and, in addition, the form of registry recommended 
collogue and myself is in operation.

Books and Accounts. 

The registries and the records of consumption and of discipline, and the general 
accounts are kept with accuracy and fulness. 

The Chaplains are furnished with journals which they are bound to produce to 
the Board at each meeting, but this duty is discharged in so scanty a de^e as 
to be vii’tually of little avail. The Local Inspector merely enters his visits in 
the Duty-book. I would caU the attention of the Board and Grand Jurj' to the 
69th section of the “ Prisons Act,” the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74, and to the 1 1th 
section of the “Amended Prisons Act,” the 19th and 20th Vic., cap. 68, and 
•with regard to the Chaplains, to the 70th section of the first- mentioned statute, 
which attaches to the payment of their salaries the proviso “that it shall fully 
appear to the Grand Jury, and to the Court or Judge, that the Chaplains duly 
and regularly executed the several duties of their offices, respectively.” 

It is a useful practice to tot up the attendance of the Extern Officers monthly, 
and to submit them to the Board, in order that an explanation may be obtained 
in the event of a default, which in the case of the Chaplabis is less excusable, as 
by the 11th section (above mentioned) of the “Amended Prisons Act,” it is 
lawful for them to appoint substitutes under the approbation of the Board.

I repeat, w’ith ix'gret, what has frequently been made the subject of notice iu 
former reports, that no provision is made for teacliiug prisoners of either sex, 
and this is the only county gaol in Ireland where this defect exists. 

It is true that very few juveniles ai'e committed to this prison ; but still it is 
much to be retrretted that, when any of this class are receh'cd, there should be 
ho provision whatever for that which of all things is most necessary to youth, 
educational instruction. It is, tUcrefoi’e, very desmable that there should be one 
turnkey competent to instruct, an aiTaugemeiit which would, at no additional 
expense, remedy this glaring defect.

The accommodation is more than sufficient for existing requirements ; and one 
range of the male prison, containing nineteen cells, has been permanently allo- 
cated to the females. In this range, and the corresponding one on the opposite 
side there are two water-closets and a lavatoiy on each floor, and the ceUs are 
heated with hot-water pipes. Indeed this part of the prison is in eveiy way 
fitted for the can-png out of the separate system in its integrity, with the 
exception of the absence of bells in the cells. Moreover, all the cells of tins 
gaol are of a suflicieut size, and in other respects fit for separation; and it is, 
therefore, to be hoped that the local authorities may ere long recognise the 
expediency of adapting the entire prison, or at least as much of it as will ac- 
commodate all the prisoners of both sexes, to that system, which has been found 
90 effectual its a deteiTent and a bar to the moral contamination necessarily 



effected at a comparatively trifling expense. There are good 
baker}' and kitchen are sidhcient. It is very desirable that the laundry, tread- 
wheel, and stone-breaking sheds should be partitioned, so as to prevent the 
prisoners from communicating during the hours of labour. There are baths, in 
which all are washed oil admission ; and stone troughs, with soap and towels, 
are placed in every yard for the daily ablution ot the prisoners. 

The males are in three classes, exclusive of debtoi-s, viz., felons, imsdemean- 
ants, and untried; but the lunatics greatly interfere with the classification. 

The females are all subjected to approximate stwation ; all their employments, 
except washing, being earned on in their cells. They are, however, congregate 
at school and at the laundry. 

All of both sexes sleep and take their meals m smgle cells. _ 

The general appearance of the prisoners was satisfactoiy, and disapliue is 
strictly maintained. _ . 

The bek-up is always attended by the Governor or Eead Tmmkey, and the 
watchman patrols from six, p.m., to rix, A.M., every night. „ , ,

68, to be submitted to the Board at 
each meeting, and it is very desirable that they should be initialed by the Chair- 
man,^ to show that the Act of Parliament has been complied with. The Sur- 
geon s Books, and Extra Diet Account, are very satisfactory.

The numbers in custody on tlie 26th September, for the four last years, ex- 
hibit a progressive decline, but in 1859 the decline was confined to males, there 
being a slight increase in females. In the committals of 1858, as compared 
with 1857, there was a large decrease, the reduction being much greater as 
regards males than females, and the decrease had progressed during the first 
nine months of 1859. 

The daily averages also for 1858 and 1859 show a very large and progressive 
diimnution in crime, the extent of which during the last five years may be best 
estimated by the fact that, on the 7th March, 1853, there were 564 males and 
239 females in this prison ; and that the highest number in custody at any one 
time in' 1858 was 151 males and 71 females. With respect to the nature of 
crime, it is to be remai'ked that there was a large reduction in “ criminals ’’ ot 
both sexes, and in “vagrants” as regards males.

^ No change has been made in the accommodation since the last inS^'ction, 
e^ept that ^as has been intoqduced into the passages and odicers’ apartments’ 
and glazed windows, insfohd wooden shutters, have been put up in the cells 
of wards 1 and 3 of the gaol. 

Thirty-four of the male cells are artificially heated, but are not furnished ^th 
any of the other requisites spedfied in sec. iv. of 3 and 4 Vic., cap. 44. 

There are good school-rooms and workshops, but the laundry is sm nll and 
uK^nvenidit ; it has, howeva', been fitted with partitions. 

The jnarshalsea and reception ward ai’e sufficient, as are also the kitchen and 
stores, but the chapel is dcfectite in size and arrangement. 

All prisoners are washed, oh admission, in baths situated at the entrance gate, and 
are detained in the reception ward until after examination by the surgeon! There 
are lavatories in the comdors and yards, and soap and towels are duly supplied. 

ylassification is carefiffiy attended to. 

Exclusive of debtors, 'there are nine classes of males, and five of females. In 
adffitioii to the divisions prescribed by the Prisons Act, juvenile males are kept 
entirely apart from adults, and are further subdivided into three 
Amongst females, prostitutes and professional thieves ai’c separated from the 
others, and those who from youth and other circumstances are supposed to be 
comparatively innocent are carefully protected from the contamination of associa- 
tion with hardened ci’iminals. In both sexes the untried ai’C scrupulously sepa- 
rated from the tried. 

All, except the lunatics, sick, and niu'ses, sleep and take their meals in single cells. 

The laundry and tread-wheel are partitioned, and the day-rooms, in which 
much of the industrial labom is carried on, are fitted with stalls, so that great 
efforts are made to maintain approximative separation, but still nothing bat 
absolute separation can prevent frequent association and communication bctweai 
those of different dcgi’ees of vice and criminality'', which must inevitably pro- 
duce moi^ corruption, and not unfrequently dismiss the prisoner from the gaol 
more "vicious than on entering it 5 and I, therefore, hope that, at no distant 
period, the example of AjitM, Louth, Kilkenny, Wexford, Kildare, Armagh, 
the^ Queen’s County, 8ic., may be followed, and steps be ■taken to adapt the 
entire prison to that most excellent system which has -proved so successful, 
wherever it has been tried, undonbte&y as a deteirent, and apparently as a 
refoi*matory agent. Although the expense of adapting the ■whole prison to 
separation would be heavy, o'witrg to the insuliiciency of the size ctf the majority 
of the cells, yet, at a 00/nparatively "trifling cost, eight}’’-seven male cells, being 
of the required dimensions, mi^t be fitted with the specified requirement's, and 
there are also many dajr-rcioiQs which, in that event, would not be wanted 
Mght be subdiidded 'into cells. The efficiency of the Local Inspector and 
Governor, and the general good management of the prison, are additional 
■gtthrafrtees for the 'success -which -would attend the establishment of this systm.

The changes amongst the subordinate officers have, of late, been so fi^quent 
as to cause great inconvenience. The salaries, considering that no rations are 
allowed, are very low ; and I would suggest to the Board that an increase in 
them might procure the sendees of officers who would he found fiit upon pro- 
bation, and when once appointed would not be anxious to exchange- tbeir 
appointments for others elsewhere. The extern officers and the Governor are 
paid monthly ; the other officers weekly. The turnkeys are supplied with uni- 
forms and arms. 

All intern officers reemve allowances of coals and gas.

The decrease in the committals of 1858, as compared -with 1857, was verj' 
considerable, but much larger as regards males than females. It will also be 
observed that the decrease in “Criminal" males was at the i*ateof twenty per 
cent., whilst in females it was only nine per cent. ; and that whilst “ Vagrant" 
males decreased by fifty-eight per cent., or upwards of one-half, females only 
diminished by twenty-three per cent. Vrorti the return of the committals for 
the firat nine months of 1859 a still further reduction in the number of prisoners 
may be expected for the enthc year. The progressive decrease in the daily 
averages in the last three years is very remarkable: but here also the diminution 
in male crime is sho^vn to be much larger than in female ; for the daily average 
of the former sex in 1859 was ordy Aa^what it was in 1857, whilst that of the 
latter was two-thirds. On the whole, however, the improvement has been veiy 
great ; for the total number of both sexes in custody on the 26th of September, 
1859, was little more than half what it was on the corresponding day in 1858; 
and the highest number in custody at anv one time in 1 858 was only 154 against 
340 in 1852.

The building was throughout in good repair, dry, secure, and very clean. 
The ventilation of some of the cells is indifferent. 

Pipes have lately been laid from, the City Reservoir to tanlrs placed at the 
top of the gaol, whence water is supplied throughout the prison, and is also 
applied to fluslung the sewers, which are thereby made very effective.^ The 
biding, blankets, sheets, and clothing were sufficient, and are regularly issued. 
WooUen suits for the males have been substituted with great advantage for the 
coarse flax material formerly used.

Since the last inspection a reception room for males, with bath attached, had 
been completed, and one range in the male prison, containing twenty-two cells, 
two of which are punishment cells, had been heated with hot water pipes, and 
was, at the time of my visit, being fitted with bells in each cell. In the female 
prison are eight cells adapted in every respect to separation, but merely used for 
such females as are sentenced to solitary imprisonment. It is very desirable 
that by-laws should be prepared, under 3 and 4 Vic., cap. 44, and submitted, 
after approval by the Town Council, to the Lord Lieutenant, for carrjdng out the 
separate system in the eight female and twenty male cells, so that all of them 
may be always occupied; and I am convinced that the success which will attend 
the introduction of this thoroughly-tested system will induce the local authorities, 
at no distant period, to adapt the entire prison to it. 

The kitchens and stores are sufficient, but the mde work-room is objectionable, 
as has been frequently remarked ; for, although it was not so crowded as for- 
merly, prisoners employed there have still too great opportunities of communi- 
cation — a remark wliich also applies to the school-rooms. 

The female laundry is inconveniently placed, being outside the female prison, 
and is not partitioned, so that the women employed there are in unrestricted 
association. The floor of it also ought to be flagged ; for, on the day of my 
visit, the dirty water lodged between the atones made the entire department 
filthy and offensive. 

The drjing-room is small and very imperfect. There are baths for eacli^ sex, 
in which sdl who require it are washed on admission, and there arc lavatories in 
each story of the prison. The Marshalsea contains sufiicient accommodation for 
both classes of debtors. ^ • • j 

The prisoners of each sex, exclusive of debtors, are in five classes, viz., tried 
and untried felons, tried and untried misdemeanants, and va^ants. In addition 
to these classes, prisoners committed for the first time are Kept apart from the 
rest. All now sleep and take their meals in single cells. _ . - 

Considerable improvement has been effected in the classification and disciplme, 
but unnecessary association is still permitted during work hours for instance, I 
foond four untried prisoners, supposed to be pLckiug oakum, gossipping together 
in one corner of a yard, whereas they might have been placed at such intervals 
apart as to prevent undue communication. I am convinced that the Governor, 
who is a zealous and efficient officer, only reqinred his attention to be called to 
this circumstance to prevent its recurrence. 

The Governor attends the lock-up. One turnkey, by rotation of all, patrols 
from nine, p.m., to six, a.m. ; but there is no teU-tme clock to test his vigilance.

Some alterations and improvements had been effected, and others 
were in progress. The supply of water is abundant, and the sewerage ^eetive. 
This building can scarcely be called a bridewell, being rather a lock-up for 
drunken and disorderly persons.

Xn the committals of males for 1858, as compared with 1857, there was a 
decrease of 51 under the head “criminals,” and an increase of 26 in “vagrants.” 
In those of females there was a decrease of 71 in “criminals,” and an increaseof 
17 in “vagrants.” Thus in the total of committals there was ii slight reduction 
in those of males, and a large one in ‘those of feuuilea. The daUy average of 
males in 1858 was very considerably less than in 1857, and in that of females also, 
there was a slight diminution. On the whole, it may be reckoned that a satis- 
factory improvement has taken place in the state of crime; the number of com- 
mittals for serious offences having diminished, and the length of sentences, as 
shown by the decrease in the daily average number, having been reduced. 

Juvenile crime has also much diminished, thei*e only having been one prisoner 
(a male), under sixteen years of age, in custody on the day of inspection. There 
were no sentences to solitary conmiement or whipping in 1858.

The numbers in custody on the 12th of July for the three last years exhibit a 
Regressive decline, and generally th^e has been a large decrease in crime. 
There was a very considerable reduction in the committals of males in 1858 as 
compared with 1857, and no change worthy of notice in those of females ; but, 
on the other hand, the daily average of males increased by two, whilst that of 
f^ales remained unchanged. This appai*ent anomaly is, in some measure, ex- 
plained by the fact that the greater part in the decrease in male committals 
occurred in those for drunkenness, which only remain for a few hours in the 
gaol, aud do not much affect the general daily average. 

The returns for the first she months of 1859 indicate the probability of an in- 
cr^se in male, and a decrease in female crime during the current year. 

Juvenile offenders have latterly diminished. There were no sentences to soli- 
tary confinement or whipping in 1858.

A person is engaged at the miserable stipend of £10 per .^nnum to attend 
ev^ morning for the purpose of instructing the males in reading, writing and 
arithmetic; but this school appears to be very carelessly conducted, and the 
registry of progress is kept most inaccurately.

The progressive decline in the numbers in custody on the 5th of October, in 
the three last years is very remarkable, and is much greater as regards females 
than males. Jji the committals, however, of 1858, as compared with 1857, the 
exact contrary is the case, males having decreased by 57, whilst females in- 
creased by 41 ; and in the daily average, males decreased by 12, and females 
only by 4 ; but the fact of a deci'ease in the daily average of females in the face 
of an increase in the number of their committals, proves that the latter must 
have been for short periods of imprisonment, and, inferentially, for trifling 
offences. On the whole, therefore, it appears that the reduction of crime in 
1858 was general and considerable; the retui’nof the committals for the first 
ninft months of 1859 promises a great decrease in crime as regards both sexes 
for the entire year, as compared with 1858 ; but it ■Nvill be observed that the 
decrease is mucL larger as regards female than male committals, whilst in the 
daily average the malts rose from 33 in 1858, to 46 in 1859, and the fetnalw 
Mtnlf from 17 to 8. The cause of this rise in the daily average of mal^ was the 
prevalence of “ assaults,” for which some heavy sentences were passed.^ In order 
to realize the decrease in crime in Keiry dui’ing the last seven years, it must be 
home in imnd that the highest number in custody at any one time in 1852 was, 
males, 360 ; females, 223, and in 1858 only, males, 39 ; females, 29.

The mai't!halsea aud kitchen remiired eoiisidei’able repair, and there -were leaks 
in several parts of the building. The gaol is seciu'e, well ventilated, and abund- 
antly supplied ivitli water, which is raised by a hand-wheel pump^ and conducted 
by pipes throughout tlie building, and i.s also applied to flushing the sewers, 
which are very effective. 

The bedding, blankets, and sheets wei'e sufficient, as was also the clothing, 
except that the females were not supplied with shoes. 

I am surprised that this defect, noticed by iny colleague last year, should not 
have been remedied, especially as the 78th section of 7 Geo. IV. cap 74, gives 
express directions on the point.

The partitioned stouebreaking sheds had been removed from the outside 
passage to the yards, and a bath and lavatories for males were being erected in 
the kitchen ;md adjoining apartment, and also a bath and water-closet in the 
hospital. Xo other improvements had been effected or ware in contemplation. 
There is no bath for females. There are stone troughs in each yai'd in which 
the })risonei's are required to wash their faces and hands every day, and soap and 
towels are duly supplied, but it did not appear that all who required it were 
thoroughly washed in a warm bath on then* admission, or at intervals during 
then” imprisonment. Reception rooms are much required. The cellular accom- 
modation is sufficient for e.visting reenurements so long as the number of female 
prisoner.s continues so small*, and as all the cells ai’C of the size required for sepa- 
ration, I again venture to express a hope, that ere long this prison may bo 
adapted to the separate system, whidi alone can prevent prisoners from lea\'ing 
the gaol worse than they entered it — makes incarceration irksome to the most 
hai’dened aud abandoned, and at least aiibrds a better chance of pennanoiit 
reformation than can be given b^* an associative prison, where intercom*se and 
communication wth com})anious in crime still the voice of conscience and dull 
the sense of guilt. I am encouraged in this hope by the efforts which have 
already been made to introduce aiiproximative sejiaration by partitioning the 
tread-wheel, lauutUy, stouebrealdng sheds, and school-rooms, and by causing 
all of both sexes to take their meals aud to sleep in single cells — all steps in the 
right diit!ctioii, and calculated to diminish the evils of the association of pri- 
soners of dillereut ages and degrees of criminality, which no classification can 
altogether obviati^. The males arc in five classes, Cixclusive of debtors, and the 
fenmies in fimr. Cui-e is taken to keep juvenile males apart from a<lults, a pre- 
caution which ought to be observed also with females, as I found a young girl 
classed with two old aud iiTeelaimablc prost-itiites, although there was no neces- 
sity for such objectionable association. 

The goveraoi’ attends the lock-up and two officers are on duty at night, but 
Iheir vigilance is not tested by a tell-tale clock.

Of the 27 males in custody, 9 were dangero^ lunatics. It is to he hoped that 
some legislative enactment may ere long relieve the gaols of the presence ot 
these uiffortnnate beings, who greatly interfere with disciphne and employment, 
and for whose treatment ijrisons are not fitted. ^ ^

From the above muru it will be seen that industrial emplovnient has Iimh 
altogether discontinued in this prison. My colleague in his reijorfc last ve«ar irnve 
a copy of the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown, upon the question of hai-d 
labom, m which they stated that “the Governor of the gaol is made respoiisiblc 
1 ^11 V execution of everj' hard labour sentence — it is his duty to see that it 
shall be ex^tly earned out. It is, in our opinion, no sufficient excuse on the 
part of the Governor of the prison tliat it is found economical to devote to iudus- 
kbour " sentenced by the judges of the land to hard 

This opinion has been eoiistnied to mean that liai-d-labour prisoners should 
not be einployc'd at industrial laboure. Such is not its meaning. The law officers 
mteiidecl to intimate that all pnsoners sentenced to hard labour should dulv per- 
fonn such har(l labour everi- day; but such intimation was not meant to have 
the_ force of forbidduig the GoveiTior to employ such ]insoners iudustriallv after 
their daily task of hard laboui- should liave beoii completed, I ti-ust that tliis 
explanation niay have the eflect of inducing the Board to order the Governor tn 
nsesfcabhsh industrial Huijjloyment, which is much required not only Ibr liard 
labour prisoner, but also for untried prisoners, and those iiot sentenced to hard 
labour, tor which two classes no employment whatever, except cleanme the 
prison, was pmvided at the time of my visit.

That of Thomastown is absolutely 
disgraceful, and has been allowed to remain so during a considerable period • 
while at Callan and Urliugford, the cells are small, dark, and cold, and the day- 
rooms are mere passages. Both buildings are insecure, and at the former there 
is no water on the preinises.

There -was very little change in the number of males committed in 1 858 as 
compared ■with 1857, but in that of the females there "was a very large increase^ 
■which has progressed to such an extent in 1859, that the committals of females 
have been nearly twice as numerous as in 1857. When it is considered that in 
all other localities there has been a large decrease in the number of offenders of 
both sexes during the last three years, this rise in female crime in the city of 
Kilhenny is remarkable, but not surprising, inasmuch as year aftei* year the 
Reports of the Inspeetors-Gencral have shown that this gaol is so devoid of 
classification, discipline, and employment, as to be a mere school of corruption, 
and that the accommodation for the females is far ■worse than for the males, who 
in their turn, are more unrestrictedly associated and less employed than in any 
other gaol in the country. 

The daily average of both sexes was neai'ly the same in 1858 as in 1857; but 
in 1859, that of males declined, -whilst that of females rose considerably. There 
were no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping in 1858 or 1859.

!No improvement or alteration has been made in this building since the la^ 
inspection, and consequently the numerous and glaring defects noticed in 
former reports still exist. This building is far inferior to many bridewells, and 
is, in my. opmion, only fit to be used as a lock-up for drunkards. 

There are only seven cells for males (and several of these are dark and close), 
and none for females. There is only one yard for each sex, and but one day- 
rooin for females, in the coniei' of which stands a privy.

The above rettims show an extraordinary reduction in crime in the city of 
Limerick dm-ing 1858 ; for the committals of males in that year, as compared 
with 1857, decreased 40 per cent., and of females 47 per cent. The daily aver- 
age of males fell from 68 to 56, and of females from 51 to 3’2 ; and in the* 
re-committals also of both sexes there was considerable improvement. 

It is, moreover, gratifying to find that the retimis for the first four months 
of the cuiTent year give promise of a continuance dmang 1859 of this reduction, 
which has affected all classes of offenders, criminals as well as vagrants and 
drunkards, and especially juveniles, whose numbers have very much dimin- 
ished. 

This hitter circumstance is of peculiar importance, for the large number of 
boys (many being from the workhouse) formerly jdways present in this gaol, 
could not be properly ti’eated in an establishment, the accommodation of which 
did not even permit of their being kept wholly apart fi-om adults ; and conse- 
quently it was much to be feared that these juveniles left the prison more 
depraved than they entered it. 

The extent, however, of the decrease in crime in this locality of late years 
may best be estimated by a consideration of the fact that the highest number in 
custody at any one time in 1858 was 81 males and 42 females, and that on the 
3rd of June, 1852, there were 202 males and 99 females in the gaol.

No chano'e 1ms been made in the accommodation since the last inspection, so 
that ail the defects so often noticed, and which pi-event the possibility of the 
maintenance of the discipline and classification w'hich ,alone can make u prison 
deten-ent and rdbrmatory, still remain. Thei*e are a siiilicient number of cells 
for males so long us the “present reduction in crime continues ; but these c-ells 
are so badly an-auged. the buildings are so crowded together, and the yards are 
so few, so small, and so iuconvement, that prisoners of all classes cannot but have 
frequent opportunities of communication and association. The ienuUe prisou doe.s 
not even contain enough cells for the present diminished nmnber. and its gene- 
ral aiTangemeuts are, even worse than those of the male prison.^ In fact, the 
structural defects of this miol are such, and the. space on which it stands is so 
confined, that it is not pos^sible to malcc much iniprovemcut in it ; and it the 
local authorities desire to have a sufiicient prison thev must either bmid au 
entirely new one, or incorporate their establishment -with that ot the county

There is neither reception-room nor ihymg-room, the laumlrv is small and 
inconvenient, and is not iKirtitione.fl, and there is but one yard for master and 
naimcr debtors. Those who require it are washed on admission in baths placed 
in the hospitals. There are no covered lavatories, but tubs, soap, and towels 
are supplied in the open yards for daily personal ablution.

The tread-wheel is partitioned, and stone-breakiug is generally caiTied on in 
a shed divided into stalls ; but at the time of my visit tlie prisoners wei’c breaking 
stones in association in one of the yards, the stones being said to be too- big to 
be broken in the stalls. 

Endeavours are made to caiTy on industrial employment and handicrafts, but 
the shortness of the majority of the sentences, and the want of tuimkeys qualiGed 
to teach, much impede the accomplishment of this lauilable object.

The schools aro well conducted, and both 
teachers are very eSicient.

TheLocallnspector, Surgeon, 
and Governor keep journals, and the Chaplains’ “ Provisions Books” are called 
journals, and as such are submitted to and initialed by the Board at each meet- 
mo- ; but their journals ought to be quite distinct from the Provisions Book.

The committals of each sex in 1858 were less than in 1857, by the same 
number, 37, the proportionate reduction in female crime being thus much greater 
than in male ; whilst the daily average of males decreased from 32 in 1857 to 
30 in 1853, and of females fmm 19 to 11 ; in this respect also the latter sex 
having the advantage. The committals of males in 1859 were considwably 
more numerom than in 1856, whilst those of females were slightly less, but 
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there was a large decrease in the daily average of both sexra, so that fte com- 
mittals must have been for short periods, and, inferentl^y, for mmor offinces. 

It is worthy of notice, as showing the decrease in crune m this county in the 
last six years, that in 1853 there were at one time in the gaol 109 males and. 55 
females, and in 1859 the highest number in custody at any one tune was 38

Bridewells. Si'idewells. 

The Grand Jury, at the Summer Assizes of 1859, passed a resolution recom- 
mending the abolition of the three bridewells of this county. 

^ I regiert, however, to state that the Privy Council considered such abolition 
mcompatible with the prescription of the Prisons Act, that bridewells should be 
built in all towns in which Quarter Sessions ai*e held, and did not deem it ex- 
peffient to remove all the Quarter Sessions to Maryborough. 

The recommendation of the Grand Jury was consequently not adopted, but I 
trust that a Consolidated Prisons Bill, which passed a second reading in the 
first Session of 1859, may be i*emtroduced this year and become law ; and that 
as it removes the necessity of building bridewells in all Quartei’ Sessions towns, 
there may be no longer any obstacle to the closing of these defective and uime- 
cessans prisons, the want of accommodation and faults in the construction of 
which are shown in the annexed tabular statement.

JTo change had taken place in the accommodation up to the time of my visit 
hut one section of the male, and one of the female prison, which arc already 
heated with hot water, were about to be adapted to separation, and I feel con- 
fident that the siicces,s wliich wiU attend the introduction ot the separate system 
efficientlj- arlministered, as it will he b;)' the experienced Governor, will mduee 
the local authorities ultimately to establish it throughout the entire prison In 
company with some members of the Board I examined carefully the sections 
proposed to be altered. IVo considered that boards should be substituted for 
the stone llagging in the cells, the doors made to open inwards, so os to <nve 
more room for passing along the galleries, and water-closets erected on ernch 
story- ; and of course bells must be put up in each cell. The Governor, who has 
successfully conducted many simiLir works, undertook to e.xecute these altera- 
tions for the most part ivith prison labour, and I have since been informed that 
th^' are actually in progress. 

It is very desirable tliat cots, which may be either removed fi-om the cells or 
turned up during the day, should be substitiitod for the fi-xed iron bedsteads 
wluch occupy much space, and nim-eoyer afford opportimities for lounmug. ’ 

This gaol IS well provided with storerooms, bakery, kitchen, workshops, and 
baths, and tnei'c are lavatories attached to each section. ^ 

There aye five classes of males (e.xclnsiyo of debtors) and fom- of females hut 
the necessity of employing prisoners to attend upon the lai-ge number of lunatics 
alTOys present m this gaol very inucli interferes with the classification. 

The females, however, .are subjected to appro.xiniative separation, and all of 
both sexes, e.xcept the lunatics and their attendants, sleep and take their meals 
m single cells.

All accounts are paid monthly by separate cheques to each creditor, signed by 
three members of the Board. ^ 

I beg leave to recommend that at each meeting of the Board a member should 
be deputed to inspect the gaol throughout. 



Bridewells. 

Borrisohine — No prisoners in custody. Twenty in the last quarter, of whom 
fotu’ wei’c drunkards. This small and inconvenient bridewell has not been im- 
pi'ove.il in any respect. The accommodation for piisoners consists of merely one 
cell and one small day-room, and one yard,^ for each sex, and the keeper has but 
one miserable httle room, wliich he and his family use for day-room, sleeping- 
room, and kitchen. The pnrap was, as in 1857, in an unfinished and useless 
state, and the yards are quite insecure. 

The building, however, was .clean and orderly, and sufficiently supplied with 
bedding, blankets, and sheets. ' 

Petty Sessions are held fortnightly; transmittals immediate; registry and 
committals cori’ect. The Local Inspector visits regularly.

A comparison of the returns of 1858 with those for 1857 shows a veiy con- 
siderable reduction, in the amount of crime. In the committals of both sexes 
the decrease is very striking, and is peculiaidy observable under the headings 
“ Cruninals” and “ Vagrants 5 ” but it is to be noted that male crime has dimin- 
ished to a far peater extent than female. As to the re-committals, the return 
for 1 857 is believed to be incorrect, so that no reliable comparison betwe^ the 
two years can be made in that particular. The reduction in the daily av-erage, 
the surest test of the rise and fall of ciime, in 1858, is very large as to males, 
and considerable as to females ; and the return for the firat seven months and a 
half promises a progressive decrease under this heading for 1859 ; and in. esti-

mating the decrease in the amount of crime in this district during the last 
seven years, it must he borne in mind that on the 6th of June, 1852, there 
were 542 males and 230 females in this gaol, and that the highest nmnbca: in 
custody at any one time in 1858 'vvas only 102 males and 65 females. 

Juvenile olfendei’s have much decreased ; but the presence of “Dangerous 
Lunatics” continues to be a great burden upon this prison. On the day of 
inspection there were fifteen of this unfortunate class, with respect to whom it is 
iio-ain necessary to remark, that gaols are not fimiished with the appliances neces- 
sary for their treatment, or with officers skilled in their management, and that 
their presence much interferes with discipline and classification. 

There were no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping in 1858.

The prison was throughout m goodrepah’, di’y, and well ventilated. ^ With the 
exception of one range in the House of Correction, in which some untidiness was 
observable, the building was in a very ci'Gclitable condition of order aiid cleanliness. 
An abundant supply of water is raised by the tread-wheels, aiul distributed, by 
pipes, thi’oughout the jirison ; it is also daily applied to flushing the sewers, which 
are thoroughly efiective. Some of the blankets were very thin, but there was a 
large supply of them, admitting of them being doubled when required. The 
bed-ticks, sheets, and prison clothing generally, were sufficient; but some .shirts 
were very ragged.

No alteration or improvement has been made in. the accommodation since the 
last inspection. It was in contemplation to adapt the female prison to separa- 
tion, but I fear this project has been abandoned. I wouhl, however, espr^s a 
hope that it may be again entertained, for experience has shown, as stated by 
my colleague in his last report, that this system of iprisou disciplme has a great 
superioritv over all othei’s, and is peculiarly suited for females, to whom a gaol, 
in which they are constantly in association, is little irksome. It is, more^’t^, an 
undeniable fact, that the “ sj’stem of individual separation, even if its efficienc} 
in bringing about refonnation bo questioned, has this great merit, that p^soner^ 
cannot leave a prison where it exists worse members of society and more imeom- 
plished criminals than when they entered it; whereas it is notonous, that in 
associative prisons, notwitlistanding the most careful classification, the joutU 
committed for some trifling misdemeanor has frequently been instrarted by old 
criminals in the arts of crime, and ha.s emerged from gaol a confirmed thief. 

This is a contingency against which those eharg»Kl with the management of 
prisons are bound to provide ; and upon those grounds I would earnestly urge 
the local authorities of this county to establish the separate system m them gaol, 
wMch possesses ample facilities for its introduction. , n r

Gaol. portions of the prison tubs are prorided for the daily personal ablution of the 
prisoners. 

There are good baths, in which all are washed on admission. 

The males are supposed to be classified according to the prescriptions of the Pri- 
sons Act, but I found felons and misdemeanants in the same class, and also a boy 
who was to be transmitted to a reformatory at tbe expu’ation of his sentence in 
the gaol classed with adult felons. As there are ten day rooms and eighteen yards 
for males, this most undesirable mixture of felons and mi.-sdomeanauts, and adults 
and juveniles need not occur. The tread-wheels and stone-breaking sheds are 
partitioned ; but at iudnstriai labour and at sdiool the males are more or less 
cougregateil. 

The iemale-s are in two classes, exclu.slve of lunatics, tor whom accommodation, 
quite apart from the others, is provided. 

In one class ai-e untried and (h'unkaixls, in the other are those convicted of 
criminal offences. It is needless to commeut upon the utter insufficiency of this 
classification, wliich permits an innocent girl to be associated with an abandoned 
prostitute reeking from tbe stews of Clonmel. It is, however, but just to state, 
that the females are employed as much as possible separately, in their cells ; but 
stOl are congregated at school and in the laundry. 

All of both sexes, except debtors and lunatics, sleep and take them meals in 
separate cells. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor. Two turnkeys, by rotation of 
all, are on patrol at night ; one from 1 0 p.m. to 2 a.m. ; the other, from 2 to 
* 6 A.M. ; and their vigilance is tested by three tell-tale clocks.

The Punishment 
Book is duly submitted to, and signed by, the Chaii’man at each meeting of 
the Board. 

I found a lunatic female locked up in uii ordinaiy cell. I was informed that 
she had been reported as refractory to the Governor, who, although on leave of 
absence, had visited the gaol on the day preceding my visit, and that he had 
ordered her to be thus treated. I was assured that this treatment was not 
intended as a punishment, because it was not entered in the Punishment Book ; 
but it certainly was a most improper coui'se to pursue towards a lunatic, the 
more particularly as the surgeon, under whose immediate care the lunatics arc, 
had not been informed of the circumstance, and stated that he would never have 
sanctioned such a proceeding.

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AJl tlie males sentenced to hard labour are worked for four hours per day on 
the tread- wheel, which is partitioned, and by which water is raised for the supply 
of the gaol, and for flushing the sewers. 

Veiy creditable attention is paid to industrial labour— weaving, shoemaking, 
and tailoring being canied on under the superintendence of turnkeys skilled in 
these handicrafts. Considerable and profitable employment is also afforded by 
the washing for the ban’acks, which is done by the male prisoners. The 
females are \isually employed as in the above schedule. Washing for the public, 
at remunerative prices, is done by them.

The books, registiies, and accounts ai*e kept with verj- creditable care and 
accuracy. The Chaplains’ Journals are duly submitted to the Board, and the 
Ijocal Inspector, Surgeon, and Governor also keep journals. 

There was no book showing the duration of the extern officers visits, and the 
Governor’s and Clerk’s names had not been entered in the inteim officers’ Gate- 
book, although an express order was made by the Court of Queen’s Bench on 

\ “’I'isitors to Prisonei-a’ Book” is also much refiuireiL The attention of tlie 
Board is requested to these omissions, and to the copy of fonns of gaol-books 
suppUetl by my colleague and mvself, wbich have already bi'en adopted in the 
great maiority of the gaols.

The office of Deputy Governor has been abolished ; John Sandford, head 
turnkey and storekeeper, and John Fishei'ston, tunikey, have been placed on a 
retiring pension; Robert Grubb, late Deputy Governor, has been appointed in 
the room of John Sandford ; Susan Woods appointed matron, vice Prances Bell, 
resigned; Anne Donnelly to be fii’st female turnlcey, Woods; AmeliaNasli to 

be second turnkey, vice Cooney, resigned. 

From the above it will be seen that Mr. Robert Grubb, formerly Deputy 
Governor, at a salary of £120 a-year, has been appointed Clerk at £100 a-year; 
but although styled Clerk he is also required to act as Head Turnkey; and at 
the time of my visit, the Governor being absent on leave, was in charge of the 
gaol. Virtually, he has now the same duties to perform as when he was Deputy 
Governor, together with his new duties as Clerk ; and yet, although Ms work 
has been doubled, his salaty- has been reduced by £20 a-year. I caimot refrain 
from expressing my opinion that this is veiy harsh treatment of a long-tried and 
efficient officer, and not calculated to induce gaol officials to be zealous and active, 
in the full confidence that their exertions 57111 not be overlooked by their 
employers. 

The extern officers and the Governor receive their sdai’ies after each assizes. 
The other officers monthly. None reedve rations. The turnkeys are supplied 
with uniforms and arms.

The decrease in crime in 1858, under all the above headings, was very remark- 
able, but was larger as regards males than females. In the first eight months 
and a-half of 1859, the decrease was even greater than in 1 858, and the reduc- 
tion both in the committals and daily average of females was quite extraordinary 
and considerably larger than in those of the other sex. Vagrancy has much 
diminished, and juvenile offences have become verj^ rare. It will be observed 
that on the day of inspection there were only 15 males and 6 females in custody 
and that the highest number of prisoners at any one t ime in 1859, up to that 
date, had been— males, 35; females, 14. These figures show that the amouni 
of crime in the country of Waterford is very small in proportion to the popu- 
lation, and has diminished to an almost unprecedented extent; inasmuch as in 
1852, there were at one time 198 males and 88 females in custody. There 
were no sentences to solitaiy confinement or whipping in 1858.

The decrease of crime in both sexes in. 1858, as compared with. 1857, is Ferv 
considei-able both in the committals and daily averages, whilst the paucity of 
re-committals is truly remarkable. The daily average for the ftret ten monto 
of 1859 is even lower than in 1858, but it is probable that the con^t^ for 
the entire year be more numerous. The reduction in female crime is ver)* 
striking, there having been only 46 committals of persons of this sex in 1858, 
and of these 2 were committed twice, so that only 44 females were committed to 
the county gaol in tJie entire year. The committals of males are five times as 
numerous, hut still are not in excess of those in other counties of sunilar area 
and population, whilst the fact that their daily average sank in 1859 to IS^^ows 
that their committals were for short periods, and by iwerence for trifling 
The highest numher in custody at any one time in 1852 was, males^ 98, 

48; in 1858, inales 33, females 13. This fact shows tlie dhmnHtion m 
crime in the iftst '^vea ysaii. 
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There wei'e no prisoners in custody whose age did not exceed sixteen years, 
and indeed juvenile offenders have become very rare. Of the 27 prisoner on 
the day of inspection, 8 were dangerous lunatics and 2 were debtors, so that 
there were only 17 criminal prisoners in the gaol. With regard to the lunatics, 
it is to be hoped that some legislative enactment may ere long relieve gaols of 
the presence of these unfortunate bemgs, for whose treatment such institutions 
were not intended, and who much intemcrc with discipline and classification.

It is in contemplation to fit the laundry with partitions, and to erect lava- 
tories and water-closets for the females, between the back range of the female 
prison and the hospital. This range contains fifteen cells, already heated and 
fitted with hells, so that so soon as tffis improvement shall have been completed, 
there will be sufficient accommodation adapted to separation to admit of that 
system being carried out with all the criminal classes of females — the highest num- 
ber of females in custody at any one time in the last two years having been only 
thirteen. But in order to legalize separation it is necessary that the code of by- 
laws, which now ^plies solely to males, should be extended to females, and after 
approval by the Grand Jury be submitted to the Lord Lieutenant for Lis final 
approval. The new male prison contains forty cells fitted in every way for 
separation, but although a code of by-laws directing strict separation for this 
sex is in force, its directions are not strictly observed — occasional association, 
which is most objectionable, bmng permitted. It is, howev^, right to mention, 
that this deviation from the principle of strict separation is in great measure 
occasioned by the presence of the lunatics, upon whom it is necessary that some 
sane prisoners should attend, so that the number left to whom separation can be 
applied is extremely small. All of both sexes, except the lunatics, sleep and 
take their meals in single cells. 

The males axe divided into three classy, and the females into two and 
sometimes three, according to character. It is very desirable that the fem^e 
cdls should be fiirnished with cots instead of the large iron bedsteads whmh 
occupy much of the ^ace of the cells, and moreover, aSbrd opportunities for 
lounging. The Oov’cmoir nsi^klly attends the lock-up. One tumk^ patrols at 
night, but his vigilance is ntrt tested by a tell-tale dock.

The paucity of hands renders it very diflicult to carry out punitive labour, 
the number under sentence of hard labour being insufficient to work the tread- 
wheel.

Instruction in reading, writing, and arithmetic is given to the males by the 
schoolmaster turnkey iu the chapel (partitioned), and to the females by the 
matron in the day-rooms, daily, at the above-named hours. 

These schools are well conducted, and are frequently visited by the Protestant 
Chaplain, who duly entere the notes of his visits in the Registries of Progress, 
whi^ are of the right form and well kept.

The various registries and books relating to statistics of crime, discipline, and 
finance, are kept with a care and accuracy not exceeded in any prison under my 
inspection. All the forms recommended by my colleague and myself have been 
introduced. The Chaplains’ jouraals are duly submitted to the Board, and 
thei’C are proper extern and intern officers’ gate-books. It is, however, necessary 
to mention that the absences of the female officers must be recorded as well as 
those of the male.

nlovment The reduction of prisoners has further led to the discontinuance 
nt- the capstan mill, and to the discharge of the miller, whose wages are thus 
• -ind in conneidoii with this department I have to state that a proposition, 
sAmitt'ed by the Governor, for erecting a steam engine to be apphed to work- 
in,, the fiouiMuill and pumping was referred to a sub-committee, and by them 
nvffli-ruled as iiiiadrisablo on the score of expense. . 

Total of net profit produced "by articles disposed of outside tlie gaol during 

regard to prisoners under rule of hard lahonr I would remark, that a 
veiv obiectionable practice has prevailed here of not remitting to this portion 
of their sentence aftei' convalescence such as have been withdrawn by order 
of the Medical Officers, on the ground of temporary indisposition. Wardsmen 
have also been freauently selected from this class of pnsonem; and 1 there- 
fore call the attention of the Board to the necessity of inquiring into the offences 
and antecedents of the persons chosen by the Governor for tins comparatively 
liolit duty, as otherivise an opportunity of unjust favountism is aflordecl. llie 
number of wardsmen, further, has hitherto exceeded the requirements, hut I am 
happy to state that a reduction lias already been effected. 

Schools. 

It is to be observed that none but juveniles are placed in the school, and even 
of these such as are directed to be detained in i-eformatories, are not adnntt^ 
(iurinff the very short term of theii* preparatoiy imprisoiunent. It woidcl be 
nrefemble that all adults of a suitable age, and disposed to improve them- 
selves. should be instructed; for if, as suggested above, separate stabs were 
erected, no inducement of association would exist ; and those only, who were 

reallv desirous of learning, would offer themselves. ^ 

The master appears to be efficient, and one boy, who alone had been for some 

time under tuition, I found to have made a creditable progress.

A comparison of the aggregate in custody on the day, winch I have selected 
for the record of my inspection, with the totals on the corres^jondmg days of the 
three preceding years would lead to the en*oncous conclusion that there has 
been considerable reduction in the year 1859 as contrasted with 1858, whei-eas, 
on examinincr the committals and re-committals, among which were twenty-seven 
of persons, who had previously received sentences of transportation or j^nal ser- 
vitude we find, that no improvement has taken place; some of the items 
indeed! evidencing an excess. There is, however, a slight diminution m the 
daily average, wHch shows that, though the number of offenders was greater, 
their sentences— if we are to consider these latter as the measure of a lesser 
amount of criminality— represent shorter periods of imprisonment here; but it 
is observed on the other hand, that there is an_ advance m the number of 
those sentenced to penal servitude, the figures bemg respectively, 2o lor 1858 
and 45 for 1859. Among the juveniles, the effect of the estabhshment of reior- 
matories is already apparent; the supply of the class, which hitherto was coii- 
stantly recurrent, having been withdrawn. In the course ol the year 18o9, 
no less than 33, of whom 2 were Protestants, and the remainder Roman Catho- 
lics, were directed by the prescribed authorities to be detained for different 
periods (after the expiration of their gaol sentences), m the subjomed institu- 
tions

I found tho gaol, except certain portions of the {xnartur hitherto tenanted by 
the Government prisoners, in good repair, clean, air)', well ventilated, and suffi- 
cnently stocked with bedding, blankets, sheets, and clothing. Some of the cells, 
however, allocated to nurs^ with their children were rathei- offensive, but it is 
almost impossible to maintain cleanliness in •this class of occupants. The heating 
apparatus was reported to me as having worked efficient^ during the veiy 
severe weather which prevailed at the close of the past year. The sewerage 
and supply of water are also adequate, and a large tank capable of containing 
1 6^00 gallons, and avaUable in case of fire, has lately been constructed. 

^ Since the last inspection a sum of ^£400 has been presented for the construc- 
tion of the above work; for repairs of the boundary wall ; and for extending 
L ^ • hitherto has been used only in the laundry, kitchen, reception-ward, 
hospital) to every part of the prison, with a provision for lighting the cells 
hereafter, a very desirable improvement.

In addition to the preparation of the cells, 121 of which ai*e already fitted, 
the chief requirements are the substitution of cots for the iron bedsteads, and the p^maJe Pc- 
division by stalls of the lavatories, the laundiy, drying and ironing-room, and nii&itiarj/, 
the school-room, so as to maintain separation in its integrity, and to obviate the Grangegov- 
palpable evils aidsing from the association of large masses, which has hitherto 
prevailed, especiaDy in the washing department, despite an othervrise careful 
system of classification, which is as follows : — 

1. Tried misdemeanauts, in two divisions. 

2. Nurses and vagrants. 

3. Felons recommitted, in three divisions. 

4. Felons on first committals. 

5. Lunatics, in three divisions.

All sleep in single ceils, and take their meals there, except those engaged in 
the laundry and kitchen, and the attendants on the lunatics. 

The matron or her chief assistant attends the iock-up, and two matrons have 
been appointed to patrol, as soon as the gas-fittings shall be completed. A night 
watchman, whose vigilance and regularity are ascertained by a tell-tale clock,

The punishments, which are duly recorded in a book submitted to the 13oai*(.l 
at eacb meeting, and initialed by the Chairman, as an evidence of cognizance, 
amounted to 146 from the 1st of January to the day of inspection, and were all 
inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor, except in a few cases, in which 
magistai^ intervention was found necessary.

Since the last inspection the Court Eegistrar and one class-matron have been 
superannuated, but no successors have been appointed — one of the guardsmen 
has in the interim acted as Court Registrar, to the important duties of which, 
demanding as they do much higher qualifications than he possesses, he appears 
to be, as detailed above, quite unequal. It is further to be remarked, that the 
preparation of the accounts to be submitted to the Treasury for the reimburse- 
ment of the local authorities for the maintenance, &c., of the prisoners, specified 
in the schedule supplied by the Inspectors-General for this object, will impose 
great additional labour and require constant attention. 

Two matrons have been appointed to perform night duty, and one night 
watchman. 

All the intern officers are paid monthly, and are supplied with the gaol allow- 
ance.

In tlic upper yard there are thirty-seven rooms, three of which are occupied 
by the chief hatchman, who resides in the prison; and one, which is furmsM 
by the Govemment, by the hatchman on duty and the messenger. Ihe ^aru- 
room facing the entrance to the prison is used by the watchman at night, and 
one of ihe lower rooms has been appropriated to the pnson slants, m which 
there has been a kitchen range vritn a boiler lately fitted up ; two (or a double 
room\ are held by a prisoner under the old rule, who pays no rent; one by a 
nrisoner under Chancery attachment for contempt, who pays no rent; and eleven 
by prisoners paying Govemment rent of 2«. 6d. weekly, leaving seventeen rooms 
available for first-dass debtors, of which six are smaU inner rooms, accessible 
only through the outer rooms. ^ a 

Eleven of the prisoners in this yard are provided with the fimmture and 
attendance supplied by the Govemment, for which they pay 5s. 6d. per we^ 
each, and two oW use their own furniture, which they had procured previously 
to the Government furniture being supplied in September, 1858. Th^ are at 
present fifteen rooms famished in this yard, and there is a sufficiency ot lunuture 
m store for eleven more rooms, whenever it may be necessary to issue it. 

Lcnoer Yard.— Then are four common hall roouu, two of which are furmshed 
by the Govemment, and contain four beds each; in these rooms there are six 
niale prisoners, who pay 4s. each, per week, for furmtoe and atondan^; one 
roomls occupied by two male prisoners, who have them own fcmture, and one is 
used as a viating room for females to pauper debtors. Th^ is furmture m 
store for two more rooms, of four beds each, for this class, which can be taken 

into use when required. . . i. ■ . 

The pauper buiiaing consists of six. rooms, one of which is a store-room for 
this claS : one is at present used as a carpenter s shop ; th^mamder are fur- 
nished to accommodate aix men each, and are partly occupied. 

Letter E, the Hospital Department, consists of six room j of which two 
occupied by hospital patients, and two by the i^trou and her fani^-, ^ 
other is a store-room for the spare furnitnr& hedcfc, &c., f PP, j 

Letter E, the Female Ward, consists of six small rooms, one of whmh is fitted 
up and used as a dispensary, having a door leading to the hoqntal , two m 
omupied by four femde pauper prisoners ; one by an hospital pabent , the other 
two m vaLut, and can ‘be appropriated as female common balls, or used for 

Sb £tr;^b?re^etters E and F, and the Eoman Catholic 
chapel is adjacent to the pauper building in the same yara 
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Government AUowancee to Pauper Prisoners ajid Resident Officers. 

Each pauper prisoner receives 2 lbs. of first quality bread, and pint of sweet 
milk daily, and 2 oz. of soap and 1 candle (four to the pound) weekly. Thor 
bedding consists of three single blankets, a rug, two linen sheets, and a bed-tick 
and bolster, filled with straw once a month. The allowance of coal during the 
winter half-^ear is 2§ cwt. weekly to each room where pauper debtors lodga and 
cwt. during the summer half-year, from 1st May to 1st November— this 
supply is sometimes^ increased in the month of October when specially ordered 

The marshal receives 3 tons of coals yearly for his office ; the deputy 
10 tons ; the chief hatchman in charge of the pauper department, the matron 
the watchman for the guard-room, receive each 5 tons yearly. Five tons are also 
allowed for the hatch^n’s sleeping room. 

There is a further allow^ce of Ib. of candles weekly during the winter 
half-year, and f Ib. in the summer half-year to resident hatchmen. 



Report of the Medical Officer. 

During the past year the health of the prison was very good; but there was as 
usual, a considerable number of persons who came in with chronic diseases, and some 
with broken constitutions, and advanced in years. 

_ The hospital, which contains eight beds, was occupied almost constantly witli such 
mv^ds who required both medical care and some extra allowances of meat, norter 
milk, nee, &c. « i j 

Very few cases of acute disease occun'ed, and not one of infectious disease throush- 
out the year. ® 

There was only one death in the year, that of a man about eighty years of age 
who had been some years in the hospital, labouring under double hernia and disease 
of the prostate gland: his name, Brown. 

Ohaules Benson, m.d., p.e.c.8.i., 
Physician and Surgeon to the Prison. 

The prison has undergone considerable repairs and improvements since the 
last mspectiop. AH the rooms in the upper yard have been painted and white- 
washed, and in many cases where the walls were damaged they have been scraped 
and newly plastered. = r 

The -windows in this yard generally required repairs, which has been effectu- 
aUy executed; new slips and weights having been attached to many of them. 
Boom No. 2, m letter C, has been, allocated to the prison servants as a kitchen, 
where a large grate and boiler have been set, so that the servants can obtain a 
constant supply of hot water, and are enabled to wash all the delft, glass, &c., 
used by the pnsoners occupying the furnished rooms, an arrangement which is 
very conducive to the cleanliness of the latter. 

^ The jjump in this yard has been thoroughly renewed from the foundation, and 
13 now in exigent working b^er. This yard has been recently paved and 
gravelled, which adds very much to the neat and cleanly appearance of this 
portion of the pnsou. ^ re 

^ The bath-house has also been repaired during the year, and a new metal 
cistern has been erected, so that any prisoner requiring either a hot or cold bath 
con be accommodated in a few minutes. 

The sewers in the upper yard, as well as in the several otha* yards of the 
prison, Imve been ^ newly frapp ed and cleaned ; a very necessary measure, as 
previously they emitted occasionally an offensive and unwholesome effluvia, wHch 
is now checked. 

The buildings in the lower yard, which comprises the common halls, pauper 
impartment, and hospital, have also undergone general repairs and pamting ; 
the staircase of the pauper building has been coloured in o5, which is an useffll 
improvement, as heretofore, when tiie walls were whitewashed, it was veiy diffi- 
<^t to keep them clean, subject as they are to be daubed and splashed during 
the ^ocess of washing. The windows in the several buildings in yaid, have 
a^o been repaired, and a new or additional window inserted in the re^ wall of 
trm which adds very much to the ventilation and pure air, the want of 

which had been much felt AU the windows in the prison are now deaned ewery 
twothonths. 
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The surgeiy, or dispensary attached to the hospital, is at present in process of Djjklin 
alteration and improvement, and some new furniture, comprising a compounding Pi stric t. 
table and other requisites, have been supplied. ^ ^ ~Fmr 

Several of the bedsteads in the hospitm, and other portions of the building, Courts 
require to be replaced; but the Local Inspector has applied (in his annual MarsMsca 
estimate of supplies) for a sufficient number. 

The privies in the female yard were in a very defective state ; but this evil 
has been obviated by the erection of two excellent water-dosets, with a never- 
failing flow of water ; a new main-water pipe having been laid in the lowci* 
yard, as the one heretofore in use did not afford a sufficient supply. The paving 
of this yard is at present in progress. 

I found on my inspection of this prison a very striking change for the better, 
both in its material and moral condition. Tlie works already completed, or 
in progress as detailed above, have contributed largely to the decent appearance 
of the budding, aud to the substantial comfort of the inmates. The supply of 
bedding and other prison requisites was sufficient, and the only important ddect 
appeared to be the disrepair of the racket-court, for the re-adjustment of which, 
as an useful and almost indispensable means of healthful exercise, measures will 
be taken in a more fitting season. 

It is proper to remark that the gi*eater part of the repairs and improvements 
referred to are of a permanent, and not of a recurrent character, and that 
consequently a large reduction in the annual expenditure may be calculated 
upon for a considerable period. On the other hand, I am happy to state that a 
much more rigid obsa-vance than formerly of the rules is now maintained. The 
greatest diligence, however, is demanded to effect this result, as there are always 
some individuals confined in the prison, who too gladly avail themselves of any 
opportunity to subvert order aud regularity. The chief evil, and the most 
fertile'source of trouble and annoyance, has been nearly overcome, namely, drunk- 
enness ; as, on reference to the list of punishments, it will be seen there has been 
only one case of this offence since the first of January, a period of eleven months. 

The introduction of the Government furniture and attendance has been very 
instrumental in establishing this great amelioration, which has taken place in the 
conduct and discipline of the prisoners, during the last year. Under the old 
system, when the prisoners were compelled to provide furniture for themselves 
from brokers (at a most usurious rate), it was almost impossible to enforce the 
rules, as the Marshalsca was constantly infested with filthy and ffisorderly women 
as attendants on the prisoners ; and notwithstanding the efforts that were' made 
to exclude drink, still a considerable quantity was from time to time surrepti- 
tiously conveyed by these women, who were irresponsible parties, not being under 
the control of the prison authorities. This system is, however, now at an end, 
and the prisoners are supplied with respectable servants, and with good and clean 
furniture, at little more than half the cost to which they were formerly liable. 

These changes have necessarily increased the duties of the Local Inspector, 
and of the Deputy hlarshal largely; the accounts to be kept by the Local 
Inspector, who transacts all the financial business of the prison have been very 
greatly multiplied, he also, in addition to his former duties, supcrinteni^ and 
inspects the various articles of furniture, linen, bedding, &c., and from time to 
time checks and marks off every item, thus keeping up a proper supply, as occa- 
sion mav require. On him also rests the duty of selecting the prison servants ; a 
duty which requires great caution, in order that none but women of the^ best 
character may be admitted; be has also’to see that they perform their duties in 
a regular and proper manner, and with due respect and attention towards the 
prisoners whom they are appointed to attend ; in fact on him devolves the entire 
responsibility of the superintendence of the finmiture and servants. 

The duties of the Deputy 33klarslial, as already stated, have also been mnch 
augmented, as over and above his former requirements he superintends the col- 
lection of the payments from the prisoners for fumiture and attendance, and 
keeps detailed accounts of the same for the Local Inspector. He has to see 
that each prisoner on his committal is supplied with the necessary furmture, &c., 
and to recover thenxjDn his, discharge, and to take care that no articles are lost 
or l^m lrpn , -yit.Knut replaced oi paijd'for. duti^ req^iire close atten- 

tion and care, as any iri^illariiy womd can^jgr^it^^j^furion and loss. 

I have previously stet^ that, for the featons a lesser annual outiay 
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Dcbiiu will be necessary ; and I would fui'tlier add that a much larger remun^ative 
District, retmn, in proportion to the numbers confined, may be equally expected in con- 
'Z — sequence of the zeal, attention, aud prudence with which the Locd Inspector 
Co^L Deputy ilarshal discharge the onerous functions imposed upon them in 

Marshalsea maintaining the recently introduced system, which has now , taken root, and is 
already bearing the fruits recorded above. 

The increase of labour, and the justice of rewarding it, have been already 
recognised in the case of one of their subordinates, viz.^ the store-keeper, whose 
salary has been advanced ; and I would, therefore, submit that the mei’its of these 
two superior officers strongly entitle them to the favourable consideration of the 
Executive and the Treasuiy.
